CHILDREN’S SECTION: YOUNG ISRAEL.” 


A Distinguished Visitor. | 
A mi@uT hearty welcome will be accorded to the distinguished 
' Jew whe is to visit England next week. Mr. Levi, the Chief Rabbi 
_ of Franee, holds a historical post—a great position which he himself 
has doze ue little to adorn. He will be greeted by his fellow-Jews 
in this eeuntry with no less warmth, by reason of the political 
relations which subsist between his country and ours. Nor will 
the greeting be less cordial, when it is thought how Mr. Levi 
and the people over whom he exercises spiritual control were 
at one with Anglo-Jewry in the place they occupied in . the 
terrible struggle which for nearly five years England and France 
shoulder te shoulder endured. Mr. Levr's visit is rendered all the 
more tmteresting because of its connection with Verdun Day—a 
remembrance by which the people of this country are going to 
re-pledge sheir amity and good relationship to the people of 
France. Im that entente, the Jews of botk countries have seen 
immense advantage to the well-being of the world at large; although 
some ef ws have felt compelled to express in no measured terms our 
deep regret that it has been sullied by Chauvinism in France as by 
Jingoigm m England. It was an entente that was entered into for 
great amd high moral purposes, not for objects of imperial 
expansies and territorial greed; and above all, not so that an 
unreaseeang hatred and malicious resentment might thereby be 
encouraged. Men like the Curer Rast of France know well how 
to keep #@tear in the sight of all men the great ideals common to 
France aad England, which have been sanctified by an untellable 
sacrifice, aud which with God's blessing will yet emerge completely 
victorieus from the dreadful tragedy of the war. 


The kedustrial Trouble. 


AT the moment of writing, the possibility of an amicable settle- 
ment te the unfortunate dispute that has arisen in the coal trade 
seems, a@ least, more hopeful than it has been for some days past. 
Both om the part of the Government and on the part of the Labour 
members during the debate in the House of Commons on Tuesday, 
it was evident that the appalling extent of the disaster that must 
ensue te this country if there be anything like a general stoppage 
of work——a disaster which must of necessity inflict even greater 
hardsitps and misery upon the poor than upon the rich, and 
may cause a set-back to the trade of the country which it may 
take years to recover—had evidently presented itself with no 
unmeasered force. In the excellent words of Mr. J. R. CLynes 
“it is swrely better to think this thing out than to fight it 
out.” A settlement must be come to somehow, even if it 
be at the end of the industrial war which is threatened. 
It woeekl, however, be infinitely better to find a way out of the 
trouble before the endless misery involved in an internecine struggle 
is inflicted upon the country. The unhappy part of the whole 


business is undoubtedly the lack of confidence, or rather the 
suspicion and mistrust which fill workman for employer, and 
employer for workman. That does not arise from the happenings 
yesterday, or the day before; while to attribute it, as some 
unthinking people are so apt to do, to what they are pleased to 
term the capitalist system—a gross misnomer in fact-is as 
ridiculous as it would be to ascribe it to the weather or the 
exact position of the sun at any moment in relation to the 
earth. The “capitalist” system, like almost everything else that 
is of any good, is, to be sure, capable of grave excesses; there 
is no conceivable economic system that could be said to be 
immune from them. But it is the only system which allows true 
freedom of bargaining on the part of workmen and employers, and 
which is based upon the idea of mutuality between the two great 
elements of industry. In the long run, too, it has always proved 
to be the only feasible one when put to the practical test, and it 
certainly has shown itself less liable to grave abuse than any other 
that has been devised, while none other gives such opportunities 
for reward to individual capacity and talent. The crazy theories of 
KARL MARX, based for the most part upon the _ utterly 
mistaken idea that the profit of an employer is necessarily gained 
by robbing the worker, must surely be less attractive now 
than ever before with the example of their remarkable break-dov n 
so recently in Russia. It is none the less because, throughout the 
relations of Capital to Labour, the one side relies too much upon 
“ Capitalism” as a system, and the other too fondly expects a new 
heaven and a new earth to follow the abolition of the system, that 
much of the trouble has really arisen in the present unfortunate 
dispute. For our part we are sure that the vital point is not the 
system, and that “ Capitalism ” is quite capable of being worked fairly 
and equitably to all. But then Capital as well as Labour must 
constantly exercise @ little introspection. With a good deal more 
unselfishness, for instance, than has hitherto frequently been 
exhibited on both sides—a disposition to give and take, a recogni- 
tion that forbearance one to another is the highest wisdom —a 
settlement of the present quarrel could quickly be arrived at. 
And an amicable arrangement would clearly be to the immense 
advantage not alone of the country at large but to the real interests 
—even the sheer material interest—of both sides that are now so 
distressingly in strife. 


Mr. Churchill and the Jewish National Movement. 


THE speeches made by Mr. CHURCHILL in Jerusalem in reference 
to the Jewish future of Palestine must have caused considerable 


questioning on the part of all sincere well-wishers of the Jewish . 


National Movement. Both what he said to the Jewish 
and what he said to the Arab Deputations (as well as 
what he omitted to say to either) form a challenge, the nature of 


which is set forth in the article on the subject, which we publish © 


elsewhere, and which was printed in last Wednesday's Jewish World. 
The “challenge,” as the article terms it, is many-sided. Mr. 
CHURCHILL’s speeches challenge the Zionist Movement, 
as at present conducted, inasmuch that from what Mr. 
CHURCHILL said, it is at least probable that he has been 
misinformed or insufficiently informed of the real purposes 

of Zionist strivings and the true goal which Zionists have in view. 
But his words are, as well, a challenge to ‘all Jews, because they 
demand of the community at large that they shall make good their 
age-long-expressed aspirations and prayers by responding to the call 
which the British Government and the Allied Powers have made to 
them to help in the building up of a Jewish National Home. It is 
quite true that this phrase,so carefully preserved by Mr. CHURCHILL, 
still remains an obscure one; but that it is still so uncertain and 
undefined must doubtless in the long run be attributed in large 
measure to the paucity of interest in the whole matter that, 
unhappily, so largely pervades a considerable section of our 
people. As the article referred to points out, Mr. CHURCHILL'S 
challenge must be answered both by the Zionist leaders on the 
one hand, and by Jewry at large on the other—by there being 
made now a clear understanding that the policy of the Government 
as Mandatory Power is the ultimate establishment in Palestine 
of a Jewish Commonwealth, and on the other a no less clear under- 
standing of what the Jewish people as a whole mean to do in the 
matter. The time has surely come when we Jews should kuow pre- 
cisely where we stand in regard to our National future in Palestine, 
and when the Government should understand where they stand in 
relation to the goodwill of the Jewish people in building up the 
National Home. That there is abundant enthusiasm for the 
Cause among the masses of our people, the splendid reception 
accorded to the Zionist leader, Dr. WEIZMANN and his colleagues in 
New York, leaves no manner of doubt. But KiPLiNe, in a striking 
poem which he published during the struggle between this 


‘country and the late South African Republic, suggested that there 


was no means o “killing Kruger with the mouth.” And there is no 
means of building up a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine with the 
throat—mere shouting and hurrahing will not move us very far 
practically along the desired road. It is real sacrifice that is 
needed for the purpose, and, first of all—as perhaps least of all— 


_ sacrifice by those who are well placed among us of some of their 
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wealth, to be devoted to the necessary capitalisation of the Great 
Enterprise. 
Lady Simon and the “ Jewish Chronicle.’ 

IN the course of a letter from him which appears in our present 
issue, Mr. ZANGWILL records a statement made to him concerning 
the Jewish CuroxicLe by Lavy Simon, that involves consider 
able injustice to us. And Mr. ZANGWILL, in his letter, has not 
completely repaired the wrong which LADY SIMON committed, of 
course quite unintentionally. She complains that so far as Jewish 
opinion is concerned in regard to the state of affairs in Ireland, 
there has been only “one miserable paragraph in the JEwIsiH 
CHRONICLE, ‘more loyal than the Kino himself.” To represent 
this as the attitude of the JEWisH CHRONICLE is, upon the face of 
it, we submit, unfair. In ourissue of February 25th, for instance, we 
published a leading note headed “Conditions in Ireland,” and we 
here reproduce it not only to answer LADY Simon's allegation but 
because we feel that what we said, having regard to all that ts still 
happening in Ireland, well bears saying again. We wrote as 
follows :— 


There are those who hold that a Jewish journal should concern 
itself only with matters affecting Jews, either corporeally or 
matcrially; and that where Jews are not thus prejudiced it is no 
part of a Jewish journal to express any opinion. From. that 
doctrine we very heartily dissent. We Jews cannot live by our 
bodies alone. Our right to existence as a people is based upon the 
spiritual position which Jews should hold in the world, and thus 
upon principles which it is vital that Jews should defend and main- 
tain. Those principles involve a respect for Law and Order, and 

- these are, at this moment, being trampled in the very dust in Ireland. 
There is no need for a Jewish paper \to denounce the atrocious 
murders that have been committed by Sinn Feiners. No language 
that could be employed by us would be sufficient to express our horror, 
our detestation concerning the cruel outrages of which these people 
have been guilty in their war against constituted authority and in 
pursuance of their hatred of the country to which they owe alle- 
yiance. But it is this very sentiment of loathing which is aroused 
in the heart of cvery true Jew at the acts of the Sinn Fciners that 
must induce a feeling of the deepest abhorrence of the methods which 
have been employed by the Government in retaliation. To be sure, 
murder, outrage, disloyalty must be punished; but the way of 
punishment is not to inflict upon someone else than the criniinal 
the very offence which he has himself committed. To imagine that 
by such means crime can be wiped out is a futility. The murder of 
even a murderer is in law murder, but reprisals in Ireland 
frequently spare the guilty while wreaking vengeance on the 
innocent. A crime committed. by the Government, far from 
being on that account any less a crime, is indeed all the 
greater, because licence and encouragement are given to 
criminality, which it is the first business of a government to repress. 
There carn be no doubt about what has been happening in Ireland, 
or that reprisals for Sinn Fein outrages have been connived 
at if they have not been commanded by, or, in behalf of those 
whose duty it is to restrain, not to imitate crime. What sort 
of justice ts it which metes out death and destruction to third 
parties, in themselves guiltless (in any case not guilty because they 
have not, by process of law, been proved otherwise), on the plea 
that death and destruction have been committed by others? ‘This 
is not justice ; it would hardly be fair to call it a parody of justice. 
It is injustice, naked and unashamed. It is brutality enthroned. It 
is an English version of Prussian militarism at its worst, and the 
horrors with which Germany shocked the world in Belgium in 1914 
repeated in Ireland nearly seven years later. Against that 
kind of thing he would be a poor sort of Jew who did 
not protest with his whole heart and soul, and who did not perceive 
that the great principles for which Judaism stands had been 
thereby set at naught. The methods of reprisals pursued in Ireland 
do not form a political question and certainly not a party political 
question. They form a moral question; and we Jews are too sincere 
in our love for this country to see her pursuing ways that are the 
negation of those eternal principles which are the foundation of all 
that makes religion valuable, without uttering a warning voice as to 
the inevitable effect of such courses, and a solemn protest against 
their being persisted in. 

Of course, LADY SIMON may deem this a“ miserable paragraph.” 
But we venture to think she would be hard put to it to find, in any 
other paper in the country, a more strenuous protest against the 
state of affairs alluded to. Further, it is only fair to ald, when 
LADY SIMON says that there has been no Jewish voice lifted up 
against the reprisals in Ireland, that the Jewish World has time 
after time devoted considerable space to denouncing the policy 
of repression which the Government has pursued, and, like 
ourselves, the paper has urged that it was contrary to the 
ethical principles which we Jews hold sacred. It is none the less 
refreshing, to say the least, to be told that we are “ more loyal than 
the King himself.” Perhaps the Morning Post, which recently made 
a characteristically stupid endeavour to show that we were anti- 
British, will take to heart Lapy Simon's words. To be complained 
of as we were by the Morning Post, and to be complained of by 
LADY SIMON in a diametrically opposite manner, serves to. provide 
the comforting reflection that somehow we seem to have maintained 
an even keel. We are sure that LADY Simon will forgive us for 
classing one who, like herself, has been such a steady and persistent 
friend of our people, and has rendered invaluable service to the cause 
of Jewish Nationalism, with one of the most persistent enemies of our 


race in this country. It is just a case of extremes meeting. 


The Jewish Conscience. 
As to the chief purpose of Mr: ZANGWILL's letter, in which he 


urges that there should be an organised and expressed Jewish 
Conscience on public matters, we are naturally in full accord. 


Indeed we see no other logical attitude reasonably tenable on the |

part of a community which keeps itself a separate body as does the 
Jewish people, because it deems itself to be the repository of a 
great Mission to mankind. Of what value can that Mission possibly 
be, if Jews, seeing wrong-doing according to Jewish ideas, or injustice, 
intolerance, or bigotry, enacted anywhere and in any circumstances, 
stand by and refuse even a verbal protest because those suffering 
in consequence do not happen to be fellow-Jews ? Right and Justice 
and Loving-kindness are world-principles and human rights, and the 
Jew as the heritor of the law, as the missioner of the great prophetic 
message of the Bible which enshrines these doctrines, is bound in 
honour and duty to do what in him lies to see that no public 
policy involving a negation of the principles for which the Jew 
stands, shallremain uncondemned by Jews. Thatattitudeis,infact,our 
one justification before the world for being Jews—our one justifica- 
tion, that is to say, in the sense of being and remaining Jews with 
advantage to the world at large. There are Jews we know. (as 
we remarked in the note we have reprinted. above) who 
deplore anything like the taking part by Jews, as Jews, in political 
questions, and who hold that there is no definite Jewish opinion to 
which to appeal. But these people confuse party politics: and 
political questions; while their plea that there is no definite Jewish 
opinion begs the whole case.. There ought to be such an opinion; 
and it is exactly the need for such an opinion that Mr. ZaAN@WILL 
eloquently voices in his letter, to which we now direct attention,

HERE are two stories that I propose here to record. .The first isa 
mere anecdote and probably does not carry more exact fact than 
the average of such narratives. It is the one which tells of the

An “ Orgy of Gold.” 


The other story, I fancy, is not based on mere imagination, but is 
founded on fact; and I cannot better tell it than in the form of the letter 


which reached me as I was about to begin this contribution. It runs as 
follows :— 
DEAR MENTOR, 

Last week you lamented the parlous condition in which so many 
of our institutions find themselves, and the lack of support accorded 
them by the community. More than once, in alluding to the subject, 
you have hinted that the members of our community do not sufficiently 
do their duty by subscribing to the funds of our charities and other 
organisations. But, on the other hand, you always seem to have it at 
the back of your mind that perhaps after all it is, as you say, dark 
reading out of other people’s books, and that after all it is not lack 
of heart, but lack of means from which the community snffers. 

Well, I have just attended a wedding in one of our London syna- 
gogues, and I cannot better describe it than as a vast unrestrained 
display of extravagant luxury. The flowers with which the syna- 
gogue .was decorated could not have been purchased at a lower 
figure than some hundreds of pounds. Those that went to adorn the 
marriage canopy must alone have been worth asum which would have 

. gone to keep a family of poor Jews from starvation for many 
months. The dresses were gorgeous in their expensiveness. 
I was told, with what truth I cannot say, of one lady who was of the 
wedding party, and whose hat cost over a hundred guineas: while 
the sacrifice to the Mammon-god which the whole ceremony involved, 
entirely made subservient the fealty to God Himself to Whose glory 
the synagogue in which the function took place was dedicated and in 


deference to Whom the ceremony itself was held. Motor cars of the - 


last word desciiption filled all the streets converging upon the 
place of worship in which the wedding was held. There was nothing, 
scarcely a button, about anyone who took part inthe function, which 
did not smell of money. 

I could not help after the ceremony turning to a list recently 
advertised of one of our great charitable institutions to see to what 
extent this adoration of cash (or credit) had taken the form of kindli- 
ness to the poor and consideration for those who have not. And I 
confess I was astonished that I could not find at all the name 
of one of those responsible for the lavish display of unrestrained 
extravagance at the wedding. Unless, like the man in your 
story, we must believe that he was “anonymous,” not a cent or a 
stiver came from him for the helplessand the starving. Astothe other 
party who had the arranging ofthe wedding, | am not sure that the 
amount he gave (oes not form an even more glaring comment than 
does the fact that the first gave notatall. It is almost needless to 
add that the synagogue display was only a part of the day's orgy of 
gold; and that a reception in respect to which no luxury was 
expensive enough, followed the main entertainment. 

So, dear ** Mentor,” do not be so gentle in considering the rich. 
Do not imagine that there is not money in our Community. There 
is; and there is inordinate selfishness, inordinate inconsiderateness, 

-inordinate love of display, inordinate desire to expend lavishly, 
so as toimpress others with the depth and width of ponderous banking 
accounts. If our institutions could infuse a little shame—and 
decency into these people, so that, for instance, no woman among 
them would dare to present herself in public with an egregious picce 
of vanity in the form ofa priceless feather in her hat or bedizenéd with 
jewellery far above the price of the valiant woman of the proverbs, or 
that men would have too much self-respect to indulge in their 
inordinate luxuries—and all this, while there are poor and starving, 
for whom our institutions cannot provide because of the lack of 
means -the means would be forthcoming. 


To what exact function my correspondent, who signs him- 
self “S. H. P.,” refers, I have not the least notion, and I am 
also sure that like to every other question there are two sides 
to this one of extravagance which incidentally he raises. Far be it 
for me, at least, to suggest that all lavishness is necessarily evil, 
or that even display, so long as it is not vulgar and does not involve 
cruelty—as I am afraid did the display of the priceless feather of which 
my correspondent speaks—has not something to be sald for it. It at 
least gives pleasure to those people who like that sort of thing, and 
althongh we may have a poor opinion of those who appreciate that 
sort of enjoyment, and although every time that it is indulged in it but 
encourages and feeds the cult which constantly grows in intensity, still 
Iam afraid we must rely upon a gradual process of education to wean 
people away from this soulless worship of money for money's sake, and 
this spiritiess adoration of the power of the purse. 


For the Kiddies. 


A more practical object than philosophising upon extravagance and 
display, vulgarity and squander-mania, was present to my mind when I 
decided to reproduce “8. H. P.’s” letter. I told that little story about 
the Rabbi in order to illustrate my contention that the plethora of com- 
munal appeals, however intense, notwithstanding, there will always be 
room for one appeal more—?r7 appeal, and readers of this coluinn will not 
be in a moment’s doubt as to what my appeal is for. An appeal for poor 


helpless children is not going to be ignored, however great may be tha 


crush of requests for aid, and however numerous may be the demands 


for assistance which happen to be before tho community. And the 
opportunity afforded by the letter I gladly gripped hold of, because it 
shows, as the writer well says, that there is plenty of money. still in 
the community if it can but be got at. I for one, poor advocate as 
unhappily I am conscious of being (for last year, try as I did, I could not 
get that shilling) still believe that no canse is so likely to reach the 
heart—even hearts overlaid with bars of gold, or souls that literally 
crinkle as with the sound of bank notes into which the possessors have 
morally turned thom—as does the Cause of the kiddies. 


The Jewish Branch of the Country Holiday Fund does a great and 
good work every year in sending a large number of little kiddies of tho 
slums for a fortnight’s breath of fresh air, either to the country or 
totheseaside, Itis,in fact, impossible to exaggerate the immense benefit 
which the labours of this Society confer upon the whole community. 
Because these little children, these poor waifs who are doomed to breathe 
the fetid air of narrow and mean streets from year end to year end, 
would have no opportunity of a respite from their drab lives, if it wero 
not that the Society gives them a fortnight’s holiday once a year. Bud 
for this respite, they might become a burden of life-long woe or even tho 
carriers to many other human beings of illness and disease. But, alas, 
even what the Society does is but comparatively as a drop in the ocean, 
The number of children that it can send away is appallingly small when 
set against the number who get no holiday at all. And the only way 
of bringing a nearer relativity between the number to whom the Socicty 
ean give a fortnight’s holiday and the number who need that hol-day, 
is by presenting to the Society the donations for which I now am 
pleading. 


To Mr. and Mrs. Everyone. 

My plea I know will not bo altogether in vain. I know that many 
kindly and generous readers have been waiting for weeks past just for 
the word from me, in order to unburden themselves of some of their inoney 
and send it to me post haste, so that our collection this year may 
be a speedy and a large one. I know that there aro hundreds 
of readers of this column who, before they will even think of taking 
their own holiday, or of even allowing their own children to go to the 
country or the seaside, will take care to set aside a porvion for the poor 
Kiddies, so that, at levst, while providing for their nearest and dearest, 
they will provide too for those most helpless ones who aye their tiny 
fellow-Jews and Jewesses, who aro too poor to have a holiday 
except by means of the Country Holiday Fund. I know that 
there are many, many readers who will give even more than 
they can afford, so that their consciences may be at rest when they 
take their own holiday, and so that they may not have them 
worried by the thought that there are little Kiddies of the Slums, poor 
little children who have none of the sunshine of the world to whom they 
have not stretched out a hand, or sent evena little so that cne—even one— 


of those little Kiddies may dance for joy at the thought of a holiday for 


justa few days by the seaside or in the country, instead of being compelled 
allthe year to somesiam. Anditmay be—that I know will not be forgotten 
—by that little that some kiddie may probably be enabled to iive 
through the strain and the stress of the conditions to which the poor cre 
condemned, and not succumb to them and die! Iknow this; and yet it 
is with infinite sadne-s that I pen these lines, s:dness because I feel 
the cause so great, so infinitely piteous, so heartbreaking, so heart appeal- 
ing, and my power of presenting it, in comparison so feeble, so weak, so. 
ineffective. 

Yet the sadness is not unillumined with hope. For in the past you 
have beensokind, and so generous, and so considerate. You have over- 
looked my shortcomings, and you have thought only of those poor Kiddies 
and their wants and their needs—of how much a holiday means to them: 
and how little (if at all) you will miss a donation to the Fund I try year by 
yeartoraise. And there is yet anothergleam of hope; for know wellenough 
from what so many in the past have told me, how the joy of satisfaction— 
that supreme feeling which animates good men and women when they 
have done that which is right and self-sacrificing and noble, when they 
have done an unselfish act—-fills all those who listen to “ My” Appeal and 
help me to help the little Kiddies of the Slums.

The year which sees the first Jewish Viceroy land in India has also 
seen the first Jewish President of the Bombay Corporation, who was the 
first head of a Municipality to extend to him an official welcome. This 
gentleman is Sir Sassoon David, one of the merchant princes of India. 
He was born in 1849, and after some years as partner in the firm of 
FE. D. Sassoon and Co., a member of which family, in the person of 
Miss Hannah Sassoon (a niece of the late Sir Albert) he married, he 
established his own firm in 1885. He is the leading cotton yarn 
merchant of Bombay, and has long held a prominent position in 
connection with the most important commercial undertakings of the 
port. He is an ex-President of the Millowners’ Association and its 
representative on the Improvement Trust. Sir Sasgoon David has for 
years been a Government representative on the Corporation, a Magistrate 
for thé city, and was Sheriff in 1905. “The development of the city and 
its present position,” says the Times of India, “owe not a little to this 
great financier and industrial statesman, whose genius has been fully 
utrlised in the wonderfa transformation of Bombay of to-day.” Sir 
Sassoon David was knighted in 1905, and a Baronetcy was conferred upon 
him.in 1911 in recognition of bis great services in the development of the 
Port and Harbour Trust. Sir Sassoon David is President of the Bombay 
branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 


POLAND. 


Important Ministerial Statements. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.] 
In the course of a statement to the representatives of the Polish 
Press, the Minister of Finance emphasised the necessity of a Polish-Jewish 
understanding for external and internal reasons. He informed the 
journalists that the Government was conscious of the denfand of the 
Press that the emigration of Jews should be encouraged, and he was giad 
to announce that an emig:ation movement was already on foot. The 
Government would assist the formation of a Jewish Emigration Bank. 
The amendment of the Sunday Closing Bill, he said, was necessary from 
the point of view of the peasants also, as they mi<sed their opportunities 
of making purchases in town whenever they arrived there to attend the 
services at church. The Minister for Foreign Affairs, Prince Sapieha, 
siid that the very fact that the negotiations for a Polish-Jews under- 
standing had alrealy begun had hadan effect on statesmen in America and 
elsewhere. The Jewish problem must be solved in a European spirit. 
Even now, under the influence of improved Polish-Jewish relotions, 
hundreds of Galician Jewish communities had petitioned the Allies to 
annex Galicia to Poland. 


Closing Restrictions in New Greece. 
SALONIKA [F.O.C.) 
The Jewish communities in Salonika and the surrounding area aro 
wondering whether there is one law for all Greece, or whether the local 
authorities can vary it at their own sweet will. The latter bave recently 
acted in a manner that is in flagrant contradiction to the general spirit of 
the undertakings into which the country has recently entered. At 
Cavalia the Jews have been forced to close their shops on Sunday. Itis 
apparently permissibie for any funectionary to force them either to close 
on two days in the week, or to violate their religion. ‘This isnot the first 
time that the authorities of certain towns have adopted this intolerant 
and arbitrary attitude. The same thing has already occurred at Drama, 
Fiorina, and Castoria, and this violation of the rights of minorities and 
injury to their economic interests was only removed after long and 
continual protests to the authoritics at Athens. In view of these past 
occurrences, itis clearly not sufficient for the Government tocontent itself 
with issuing orders to the particular offenders. ‘The time has come for 
a specific decree to be published, declaring that the followers of every 
creed have the right to close their business premises on their own rest 
days, and on those alone, and imposing severe punishment on those 
ofiicials who disregard this order. If the Government will not act thus, 
we shall be reluctant/y compelled to believe that the proceedings of the 
provincial officials are approved ofat Athens. The Government apparently 
does not realise that the greatness of a country depends largely on the 
liberty and equality to which the citizens of every creed are entitled. 


Bismarck and the Jews. 


BERLIN [F.0.C,] 

A lecture, entitled “ Bismarck and the Jews,” was given in aid of the 
Scholarship Fund for Jewish Students, on March 7th, by Ministerial 
Councillor Dr. Otto Jéhlinger. | 

Dr, JOhlinger, in the course of his lecture, which was to some extent 
compiled from the study of unpublished documents and private lettérs, 
came to the conclusion that the general opinion that Bismirck was an 
anti-Semite was unfounded. His life was divided into three periods. In 


_ the period before his diplomatic career he associated as Junker with the 


lanced nobility, and naturally be shared their ideas; he neither liked nor 
disliked the Jews. The Jewish qnestion was for him of nointerest. Iz 
1849, in the Prussian Diet, Bismarck expressed for the first time publicly 
his opinion about the Jews, viz., “I am no enemy of the Jews.” His 
views as regards the Jews became enlightened when, in 1869, the emanci- 
pation of the Jews in Prussia was to be granted. Bismarck was strongly 
in favour of equal rights for the Jews, and he declared emphatically “that 
he would never allow the Jews to be deprived of such rights.” It was, 


however, impossible for Bismarck to fill higher posts with Jews. Had 
he wished to do so, the Emperor William L would never have consented. 
If Bismarck was intolerant towards the Jews in the first period of his life, | 
in the second pericd he was tolerant and became friendly with some of 

them. 

When Stoecker began his anti-Semitic campaign in Brrlin, Bismarck 
advised the Emperor William I. to steer clear of the movement. 
Bismarck never abetted Stoecker. On the contrary, the latter 
complained cf Bismarck’s antagovism and expressed his surprise 
that he did not take steps against Judaism and the Jews. Bismarck 
only approached the anti-Semitic Party when he required them ’ 
for his political aims. In a letter addressed to Prince William, 
the heir presumptive, Bismarck warned him not to continue his 
of _association with Stoecker. - In the third period of his life Bismarck 

declared: “I disapprove of the agitation against the Jews,” and at the 
Berlin Congress he warmly supported the cause of the Rumanian Jews. 
In the Reichstag, Bismarck opposed Lasker and Bamberger, not as Jews

THE JEWISH TRAGEDY IN THE UKRAINE. 


MEETING AT THE PAVILION THEATRE. 


“WE WILL HELP! THEY SHALL NOT PERISH!” 


Crowds of Jews assembled at the Pavilion Theatre last Sunday 
afternoon to hear reports by Mr. Saltzman and others of the Jewish 
situation in the Ukraine and other countries in Eastern Europe. Mr. 
Saltzman, the account of an interview with whom appeared in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE of last week, visited the Ukraine and Soviet-Russia on behalf 
of the Jewish Relief Committee in Canada. 

The meeting was held under the auspices of the Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews. Dr. D. Jochelman, President of that body, occupied 
the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, after introducing the vations speakers who were 
about to address them, said that he recently returned from Spain, and it 
was a telling fact of the tragedy of the Jewish refugees from ihe 
Ukraine that even in Spain they were to be found. He had met these 
unfortunate people in Barcelona, where, he regretted to say, they were 
not heartily welcomed. He referred to the tragic episode of two years 
ago when a large number of Russian Jews were expelied from Spain on the 
ground that they were spies, and that the boat on which they were sent had 

_ Sunk, together with all the Jews, the numberof whom will probably never be 
known. He referred tothe backward position which Spain now occupied, 
due no doubt to its treatment of the Jews. He believed that Spain was 
beginning to realise that it was much better to have a Lord Reading or a 
Bir Herbert Samuel than a Torquemada. He hoped that the representa- 
tives of Lithuania, Esthonia, and other border countries who were now 
meeting at Barcelona in conference would draw the proper moral from 
Spain, and would be impressed by the sight of a country which once 
held so unique a position in the world, but lost it on account of its 
attitude towards the Jews. He (the Chairman) intended shortly to visit 
Lithuania, where, he was glad to know, the Jews received admirable 
treatment. 

Dr. Z. TIOMKIN, the well-known anthority on emigration and head of 
the Jewish Relief Committee in Constantinople, dealt with the problem of 
Jewish emigration. Jews had always emigrated from Eastern Europe. 
But the present emigration of Jews had assumed.a terrible character. 
There was hardly an important port without large numbers of Jewish 
immigrants, who were in the most horrible condition of distiess. They 
were in a semi-nude state, clad onlyin rags,and were in a condition most 
deplorable from the hygienic point of view. They had no money, no means, 
and were without any guidance whatsoever. They had no aim and no 
other purpose than that of saving themselves from the Ukrainian 
hell. Some af them had not bathed for years. About 40,000 Jewish 
women were suffering from disease as a result of their having been 
outraged. All countries were closed to them, and the Jewish people had 
unfortunately done nothing to organise systematic help. Dr. Tiomkin 
gave an account of the activities of the Relief Committee in Constantinople. 
In the course of the past year about 30,000 Jewish immigrants passed 
through that city, and were dealt with by the Committee which provided

them with sheitcr, and maintained some of them for a period of abouta 
month. At present there were about 12,000 Jewish immigrants in that 
city,and he was pleased to say that the Turkish population was kindly *

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Poland. Most of those who escaped from that country had some money 
with them, of which, however, they were deprived on reaching the 
frontier. There were about sixty thousand refugees in Poland, and 
thousands more were arriving daily. Every Jewish refugee had left 
behind him murdered relatives, and in numerous cases whols families. 
Thanks to the efforts of the Jewish National Council in Poland, the Polish 
Government had Leen induced to make concessions regarding the story 
of these poor people in Poland, and also to provide them with passports. 
The majority of these refugees were sturdy men eager to do any work, and 
only longing for security for their lives. A large number of them were 
keen to settle in Palestine where they would be a vaiuable asset to the 
country. It was most urgent to help these refugees to settle in Palestine 
or elsewhere. The consciencé of the Jewish people could not be at rest 
till these victims had found a place of refuge. 

Mr. HILLEL ZLATOPOLSKY the distinguished writer and Zionist 
leader, said that it was imperative to rescue as many Jews as possible 
from that hell known as Ukrainia. There were times when Jews were 
divided into two sections, one working and striving for the Jewish 
future, the other concentrating its activity on the immediate present. 
Now however, with the appalling happenings.on the one side and the 
hopeful prospects in Palestine on the other, both sections were able to 
unite in the work. All sections of Jewry could work harmoniously on 
diverting Jewish emigration to Palestine. 

Mr. SALTZMAN told the audience a harassing tale of woe, which had 
a most depressing effect upon the crowded audience. It needed, he said, 
the voice of a lion to roar forth a mighty protest against the world for its 
indifference to the Jewish tragedy that was being enacted in the Ukraine. 
It was too terrible to convey what he saw, nor was it possible to be realised 
by one who had not been on the scene. After dealing with the gloomy 
situation and relating certain incidents, some of which were given in the 
interview with him in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE already referred to, 
Mr, Saltzman gave further particulars of the extent of the pogroms and 
the Jewish sufferings. “Are you, or are you not,” Mr, Saltzman con- 
cluded, “ going to assist the wid ws and orphans and other sufferers? It 
is for you to answer whether they should perish?” There were loud 
cries: “ We will help! They shall not perish!” and some members of the 
audience insisted that a collection Should be made. Despite the protests 
of the Chairman and Mr. Saltzman, who maintained that the mecting 
had not been called for the purpose of making a collection, the audience 
spontaneously showered coins on the platform. A collection could there- 
fure no longer be resisted, and over £50 was obtained, while a similar 
sum was promised in donations. 

After some remarks by Rabbi Dr. Jung and Mr. 8. Goldenberg, 


Hon. Secretary of the Federation, a resolution was unanimously adopted — 


pledging the meeting to give full support to the Ukrainian Federation, 
and also pledging every one present to contribute one penny out of each 
loaf that is purchased, instructing the Federation to work outthe neces- 
scheme toc irry it through:

There is much misery in many European districts, and I wish that we in 
England could do more to help in the work of relief and restoration. 1 know 
that the Jews in some districts have suffered in a special mauner, and lcordially

Tam sorry it will be impossible for me to be present at your mass meeting 
on Sunday vext.. | shonld have been interested in hearing the reports from 
representatives upon their visit to the pogrom areas of the Ukraine. , [ fexr, 
however, that they can hardly be anything but most distressing, tor passions 
have been running riot in all those districts, and although newspaper 
revorts are not always reliable, there can be no doubt that cruel 
suverings have been inflicted upon the Jewish inhabitants of tho-e 
‘regions. The’ war seems to have gr atly deadened the public con- 
science, or perhaps the existence of widespread disorders in 80 many parts 
of the world has rendered 1b painfully callous. Wesee what is now going on 
closé to our own shoresin Lre!and, and, alas. we have no Gladstone among us 
who would rouse the public to condemn these terrible proceedings, both in 
Ireland and elsewhere. Il rejoice to learn you are taking action at Mile Fund, and 
I trust thata powerful appeal will proceed from your meeting, calling upon all 
civilised Governments to interveue to save the unfortunate Jews of Fastern 
Europe from the appalling attacks upon them. 


From Haham Dr. M. Gaster:— 


I am glad to see that the Ukrainian Federation is not slackening its efforts, 
and that they have arranged another meeting in order to bring home to the 
public on the one hand the facts of such an unspeakable misery the like of which 
the world has not yet known, and on the other hand to recall them again to their 
duty to strain every perve aml come to the rescue of their bretbren, and not to 
wait until the stillness of death will take the place of the cry of agony which is 
rising frem every corner of the blool-soaked territory of the Ukraine. tl fforts 
unfortunately have been made to stifle that cry and to a large extent they have 
succeeded, but it is now our bounden duty to allow the victims of this terrible 
tragedy to give vent to their outraged feelings, and to pierce the wall of indiffer- 
ence which had been artificially created by those in pow-r whose interest it was to 
hush matters up. I see that many authorised voices wil be raised on the 
occasion of the mreting, and many a terrible tale will ba told of the horrors 
which will make the heart of the heroes quake; but I take it that the object of 
the meeting is not only to recount these frightful occurrences, but to stimulate 
immediate assistance and support. Though times may be har here, thev are 
as nothing compared with the situation in the Ukraine. No food, no clothes, 
nay, no homes for the people for many amonth that has passed.and death before 

their eyes at every turn. A creeping numbness is seizing upon them. para- 
lysing every effort aud almost destroving every hope. It is for us here agin to 
raise the drooping hopes and to bring back life, health and strength, where life, 
health and strength are fast vanishing and wasting away. I wish I could come 
and tell this to the people assembled. but, as you know, other no less imperative 
duties keep me elsewhere. I am convinced, howe.e . that your appeal to the 
— will meet with that success which such :n important cause so fully 
eserves. 


From Col. Josiah C, Wedgwood, M.P. :— 


The martyrdom of the Ukrainian Jews, culminating in the massacres of the 
last two years, must rouse the deep st indignation of all right-minded peop'e in 
the world. By reason of our protectorate over Palestine, the British Govern- 
ment should exercise some restraining influence over these Polish, Russian, and 
Rumanian butchers. At least let the half-savage Governments know that our 


sympathies are with the Jews and not with the half-breed Dagos who persecute 
our friends.

MORE POGROMS IN THE UKRAINE. 


. The Federation of Ukrainian Jews in London has received a report 
that in the month: of February a series of terrible pogroms of Jews took 
place in many Ukrainian towns. The organisers of the pogroms were 
bands of Attamans who, on February 18th, attacked Lipevitz, Bershad, 
Ladishin, Barzlov, Dishev, Teriitza, and Choshovate. I» Dashev, one 
eighteen-year-old member of the band killed with his own hands thirty- 
five widows and old men. On February 8th, a pogrom broke out in 
Kanev, where many Jews lost their lives. The Jews of the townlet of 
Sbpuke have left all behind them and fled to Ramania.

DISPLAY AT QUEEN’S HALL. 

The first display of the Brigade, since it became a cadet unit under the 
War OMee, was held on Saturday evenidig at the Queen's Hall, Langhara 
Place, in the presence of a crowded assembly. 

In the unavoidable absence of Sir Robert Waley Cohen, the chair 
was taken by Sir Frederic L. Nathan, the Brigade Commandant. 

Sir FREDERIC NATHAN said that as that was the first occasion since 
the Brigade had met, following the inspection of March 22nd, he had the 
pleasure to inform them that the Prince of Wales, before leaving Camper- 
down House, had expressed to him (Sir Frederic) the pleasure it had 
afforded him of being present at that parade, and how delighted he was 
at the smart turn-out and steadiness of the lads. (Cheers.) |Sir Frederic 
had not,.when he spoke, received the Prince's letter printed above. | 

Then followed a parade of old: Brigade boys (all of whom were 
wearing medals granted for active service during the war). They 
received an ovation from the audience. -The Commandant, addressing 
the veterans, congratilated them on the honour they bad brought on the 
old Brigade and the community, and assured them that they would find 
that the present high standard of the Brigade was not below what it was 
when they were members of it.

Cadet-Cok. E. M. HAtbSTED (Chief Staff Office:), in the absence of the 
Brigide Treasurer, Mr. Max J. Bonn (who is on his way to America), made 
a statement on the subject of the Brigade’s finances. A letter by Mr. 
Bonu, he said, had been recently addressed to the Community setting 
forth the seriousness of the situation. Briefly, the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
if not bankrupt, at any rate was not ina position tocirry on unless prompt 
and generous support Was given. “As the result of the appeal many old 
friends and seme new ones had come forward with help, but the response 
up to the present had been altogether insufficient. Unless a large body 
of new subscribers was forthcoming the outlook would indeed be very 
dark, and there would be no camp during the coming summer. He asked 
the audience, esp. cially those in it who had sons oftheir own, to consider 
what that meant. It would mean that some thonsand lads~—and they 
were lads who needed it most—would be deprived of their yearly 
holiday, to which they looked forward so eagerly, and which did them 
incalculable good in- every way. 

The following telegram was read from Mr. Bonn: 

Before embarking for New York, I should like to offer you my very best 
wishes for the success of to-night’s display. As Treasurer of the Brigade, I 
should like to think that to-night’s gathering, following the inspection by the 
Prince of Wales, wil rouse the community to give us that very modest amount 
of support which is absolutely essential to the continued success of our dear old 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 

The first item on the programme was a display of squad drill by the 
Hutchison House Company (under Capt. G. D. Solomon). This was 
followed by the Manchester Company, who gave an excellent series of 
figure exercises (under Coy.-Sergt.-Major N. M. Jacobs). The champion 
team of boxers was presented to the audience by their abie instructor, 
().-M.-S. F.C. Vickers (A.G.S.). 

A squad of the London Battalion then gave a gymnastic display, and 
the ease with which they performed bore testimony tothe cxcellent train- 
ing they had received from Q.M,S. Vickers. Hand ball games and dumb- 
bell exercises by the Norwood Company (under Sergt.-Major Warren) ; 
sentry drill by “C” Group (under Capt. M. Karo); and physical training 
by the London Battalion (under R.S.M. E. J. Toff) concluded a varied and 
interesting programme. A noteworthy fact was the presence of Mr. 
Algernon Lesser, who was the officer in command of the first Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade Camp held at Deal in 1896. R.S.M. Toff was one of the old boys 
present who attended that camp. 


A WAR MEMORIAL. 


On behalf of the donors a beautiful War Memorial ‘the cost of which 
had been privately subscribed) was handed over to the Brigade by Major 
J. Brunel Cohen, M.P. The war record of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade is a 
proud one. On the ontbreak of war practically every officer and member 
of military age immediately joined up, and of the British Jews who fell 
approximately one in every three was, or had been, a member of the 
Brigade. The memorial, containing no fewer than 535 names, will be 
placed at Headquarters in their honoured memory. The inscription on 
the memorial is as follows: 


In honoured memory of the officers, non-commissioned officers and lads of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade who fell in the service of theiy country 1914—1918, 

Major J. J. BRUNEL COHEN, M.P., said that the proportion of those who 
were killed among those who joined up at the outhreak of war showed 
that they Were in the forefront of the battle and were not satisfied with 
places at the base. The Brigade was founded twenty-five years ago by 
the late Col. Albert Goldsmid. Since then it had grown, and there were 
now some twenty-eight companies distributed in every town in England 
where Jews lived in any number. At the outbreak of war the Brigade 
was greatly disorganised, as practically every officer on the active: list 
immediately joined up, and of those no fewer than twenty-five were killed 
in action. They not only fought well but achieved many honours. He 
had come across many lads at the front and could testify to their courage, | 
He felt particularly proud on looking down the list on the memorial to see 
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the name of his own brother, who was always so keenly interested in 
the Brigade. 
Sir FREDERIC NATHAN, in accepting the memorial, thanked Major 
} Cohen for his encouraging words, and expressed his gratitude to the 
donors. The memorial would be erected at Camperdown House, where it 
would be a permané@nt record of the noble and gallant lads who had 
fought so well for their King and Country. 

The whole of the arrangements in connection with the display were 
admirably carried out by the Headquarters Committee and by the Brigade 
fecretary, Captain B. M. Woolf, M.C.

ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual meeting of the members of the West London Synagogue 
of British Jews will be held next Sunday morning at the Synagogue, 
Upper Berkeley Street. 

ithe business on the Agenda includes the election of three Wardens, 
(Messrs. Felix Rose, 0.3.E., J.P., H.C. Marks, and Leonard G. Montefiore, 
O.B.E., have been nominated); the election of ten members for the next 
three years to fill the existing vacancies in the Council (among the ten 
nomineesisa lady— Miss Alice Henriques); and various recommendations 
of the Council, one being that the ministers’ stipends be increased by £100 
per annum. 

The report of the Treasurers, which deals with the general affairs of 


the Synayogfic as well as with its finances, states inter alia:— 
The number of members admitted during the vear was 135 compared with 
110 the previous year, and the resignations were 18 against 15 in the previous 
ear. The present appropriation of seats is 500 on the ground floor, and 
78 in the Ladies’ Gallery. In aidition there are 18 free seats, 112 members 
. are without seats, and there are 15 absent members. The income for ‘the 


past year shows a decrease of £186 3s., and the cxpenditure an increase 
of £1,483 lis. The income was £6,632 %s. 51.,and the expenditure £7,781.1l5a. ld., 
showing a deticit of £1,119 5s. Sd. A-.surplus of £520 8s. 5d., having been 
brought forward from the vear 1°19, the outstanding deficit is redaced to 
£628 17s. 3d. The estimate for the current year provides for an expenditure of 
£8,088, anit an income of £6,250, showing adefic:t of £1,788. The Hebrew anid 
Religion Classes have been held on Sunday mornings. The number of pupils 
fs thirty-five, against twenty-nine in the previous vear. The special services for 
children are heid regularly on Satarday mornings, and the attendances continue 
to increase. The West London Synagogue Association continues its activities. 
The members are engaged in philanthraptc work, and undertake the care of 
the synagogue vestinenis. ‘They also carry on an Infant Welfare Centre at 
220, Cable Street, E., with highly satisfactory results. The St. George's 
Jewish .Settlement, founded in 1919 by our synagogue, in co-operation 
with the Liberal Jewish Svnagogue, has more than justified the high 
hopes with which it} was brought into being.” The contributions hitherto 
received have been most disappointing, and funds are urgently needed. 
Grants were made to the Buriat Society, the Visitation Fand, and the Dis- 
charged Prisoners’ Aid Society in connection with the United Synagogue, the 
Board of Guardians, Jews’ College, the St. George’s: Settlement, and the 
Infants’ Welfare Centre. Three meetings of the Council were held during 
the year. 

From the financial statement, it appears that seat rents produced 
£3,699, general offerings, £560, and interest on investments, £1,967. The 
chief items in the expenditure of £7,781 15s. ld. were: salaries, £3.146, 
choir, £1,112, votes to charities, £807, builder's acconut, £823,

MajoR FREDERICK J. BEECHMAN, M.C., M.A. 

The death has occurred, at the very early ave of twenty-eight years, 
of Major I'vederick J. Beechman, M.C., M.A. (Oxon.), who passed away 
on Friday last after a few days’ illness. 

Theo deceased, who was the son of Mr. and Mrs. N. Charles Beechmin, 
of Lancaster Road, Eton Avenue, had a brilliant career both as a scholar 
and a soldier. He was head of the modern side at Rugby School, where 
he obtained the gold medal and leaving scholarship, and whence he 
passed to Oxford, where he graduated with honours, taking successively 
the B.A. and M.A. degrees. Hé served with much distinctioa in the war, 
being promoted to Major before he reached his twenty-fifth year. le 
was mentioned in despatches, and was awarded the Military Cross.

YEHIDIM AND ELDERS. 


The annual meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue was held on Sunday at the Vestry Room, Heneage Lane. Mr. 
Evetace A. LINDO presided. 

Mr. JOHN GENESE asked why the recommendation of the Yehidim at 
their last meeting as to the election of two Elders had not been adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it was best not to give reasons. 

Mr. Genese said that such an attitude was likely to “get people’s 
backs up.” 

Mr. Ef. ALVAREZ said that as a member of the Committee which had 
considered this alteration of the ascamoth, he certainly expected that a 
recom ‘ndation of the Yehidim passed unanimously wou!d be respected 
by the Kiders. He had been definitely assured by the Elders who had 
served on the Committee, that the recommendation would be adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN said that no-one had a right to pledge the Eiders. 

Mr. E. L. MOCATTA said that Mr. Alvarez was under a misapprehen- 
sion. He had promised to vote for the recommendation and had done so, 
but he had been outvoted. 

Mr. ALVAREZ said that the Yehidim had not been treated fairly. 
They had worked hard in the interests of the Congregition and had 
brought in a number of new members. He strongly objected to the 
decisions of the Yehidim being upset by the Board of Elders. 

On the motion of Mr. Genese, a recommendation was agaiu carried 
that the ascama should be altered to allow of the election of two Elders 
by the Yehidim. 

Mr. ALVAREZ asked what steps: had been taken to fill the vacant office 
of Haham. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Elders had requested the Mahamad to 
take the necessary steps as and when a gentieman with the necessary 
qualifications was available. 

Mr. Genesee said that the proper course was to advertise. His 
Borough Conncil had recently needed a Town Clerk. By advertising they 
had at once found candidates with the necessary qualifications. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Town Clerks were more plentiful than 
Hahamim. 

Mr. 8. CosTAa suggested that the Yehidim should try to find a suitable 
candidate. 3 

The report and accounts submitted by the Mahamad were adopted. 

Mr. GENESE complained that the Yehidim had no report from their 
representatives on the Deputies of British Jews, and knew nothing of 
what was «lone for their payment of over £50. 

The CHAIRMAN suggested that he should read the JEwIsh CHRONICLE. 

Mr. JosHua M. LEVY said that the work was so varied and in many 
respects se technical, thatit was practically impossible for any deputy to 
give a repert. But the report of the Deputies was published, and could 
be seen en application. He would regret any move on the part of their 
congreg ition, which had founded the Deputies, to break away from the 
work of the general Jewish community. The membership of the Deputies 
had growaz considerably of recent years, and now numbered over 150. 
Messrs. Gershom Delgado and M. A. N. Lindo were elected 
Parnassim, and Mr. Isaac Cansino was elected an Elder.

“The Rabbis and Labour.” 


From the Rev. A. COHEN, M.A., 82, Duchess Road, Edgbaston, 
Birmingham. 


[To THE EDITOR.] | 

S1r,—If I had now to choose between the up-to-dateness of the labour 
gospel according to Kari Marx or Lenin and the “mediaevalism ” of the 
Rabbis, Mr. Gunter’s letter would confirm me in my preference for the 
latter, even at the risk of keeping him away from the synagogue. I 
would point out to him that if the rally to the synagogue, to which he 
refers, is to be conditional on its trimming its sails to every passing gust 
of thought, the longer that rally is delayed the better. The synagogue, 
he needs te be reminded, &tands for certain principles, among them 
honesty ; aud this leads us to the crucial difference between him 7 nd.m -, 
or rather, between him and the Rabbis. It is not explicit fr.m Mr. 
Gunter's letter whether he is entirely opposed to capitalism and wishes 
to abolish the class of employer. If he does, there is no common eround 
between us, and I would merely call his attention to the fact that his 
theory has been tested in Russia and failed disastrously. Should he, on 
the other hand, not desire to get rid of the employer, then the fundamental 
point of his quarrel with the Rabbis is this: they insist on the duties and 


privileges of the workmen only. Quite typical of this point of view is 
somothing that was related to me only a few days ago by a Birmingham 
manufacturer. His workmen object to his coming into the factory to see 
how the work is progressing. They call it “spying”! This is sympto- 
matic of the psychology of the modern workman; and if that mentality 
is to persist the outlook is hopeless. | 
lt weuld be amusing, were it not tragic, to note how the “moderns” 
love the blinkers they have made for themselves. Mr. Gunter rails 
against the “serfdom” of the mediaeval Rabbis. But that serfdom, I 
assure him, was quite pleasant as compared with the slavery with which 
Trade Gnionism shackles th« ' ourer to-day. He can no longer call his 
soul hisewn. He is bourd by ru +s which deprive him of all freedom of 
choice and initiative. Hei. : .. when to work, how long to work, and 
what his eutput is tobe. If he is not a member of a Trade Union, he 
cannot obtain employment although there is work to be done. Worst of 
all, the modern doctrine of labour standardises all workmen at the level of 
the lowest grade. If this is not serfdom, the word hasno meaning. And 
this pernicious system is lauded above the “ mediaevalism” of the Rabbis, 
who strove for peaceful relationship between employer and employed, 
and advocated an honest deal for both parties! This is the progress of 
which Mr. Gunter boasts, and wishes the synagogue to teach! Let him 
read John Stuart Mill’s famous essay on Liberty, in which he will find 
this truth finely expressed: “A people, itappears, may be progressive for

From Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 
(To THE EDITOR.) 

SiR,—Lady Simon (the wife of Sir John Simon) who is leading the 

British protest against the Governmental policy in Ireland, writes to me: 
“In the long ago I lifted up my voice against pogroms in Russia. 

Will no Jew lift up his voice against the massacres of my people in 

Ireland? One miserable paragraph in the Jewish CHRONICLE, ‘more 

loyal than the King himself,’ drawing attention to the fact that the 

JEWISH CHRONICLE denounces murders, is all I see.” | 

Lady Simon seems to be somewhat mistaken about the JEWwIsH 
CHRONICLE, for I have carefully preserved the splendid letter signed 
“Shalom” in your issue of December 31st, 1920, asking for an organised 
Jewish protest against the policy of meeting murder and pillage by more 
murder and pillage. It is trae the protest has not been made, nor has 
there been apparently any response to. the demand for-an organised 
Jewish conscience on all subjects, with which “Mentor” endorsed the 
letter. Lady Simon is therefore abundantly justified in her complaint 
against Anglo-Jewry as a whole, which is invariably, as she says, ‘ more 
loyal than the King himself.” 

I have time and again drawn attention to the sheer folly of this 


attitude. “It is worse than a crime; itis a blunder.” The salvation of 


Jewry can be secured only by the universal safeguarding of Justice. If 
there have been no pogroms to speak of in modern times in England, it 
is because there has never been, as in other countries, any Governmental 
Sympathy with murder. Once the o d-fashioned principles of the British 
Constitution are relaxed, it is impossible to count upon the old-time 
security. 

But of course the true ground for responding to Lady Simon's appeal 
is not because it would be a repayment for her services to our race, but 
because Jewry, despite my Zionist friends, has no raison d'étre except to 
uphold the banner of the ideal. The situation is the graver, now that by 
way of Palestine the Jewish people has come into a certain political 
alliance with England. It is impossible for Jewry to purchase favours at 
the price of silence towards any policy England chooses to pursue towards 
other peoples. On every ground, therefore, it behoves us to add our 
voice to that of the noble England which is always studying to reassert 
itself against its misieaders, and which has far more right to call itself 
the real England than those reactionary classes which Jeshurun, grown 
fat, is alas} too apt to aid in kicking other peoples,

The Ketuba. 


LECTURE BY HAHAM DR. GASTER. 


Last Sunday, in the Board Room of the Hampstead Synagogue, a 
lecture was given to the members of the Hampstead Literary and 
Debating Society by Haham Dr.Gaster. The subject was “The Ketuba 
and its Relations to Jewish Culture.” The Rev. A, A. Green presided. 

Dr. Gaster brought with him some beautiful specimens of ancient 
Ketuboth (marriage contracts): collected by him during his travels in 
many parts of the world. In the course of bis lecture he emphasised the 
great importance of those documents in Jewish Bistory. Minute in 
every detail, he said, they gave to the present generation some idea of the 
life of the ancient Jewish communities and their wanderings from country 
to country. By means of the Ketuboth it was possible accurately 
to trace the great Rabbis and scholars of those periods, for many of the 
documents contained their signatures. Unlike the plain Ketuboth in 
use at the present day, those ancient parchments were a mine of 
information, containing as they did not merely the names of the bride 
and bridegrvom, but also the names of their ancestors, their commercial 
standing, and the towns whence they came. The economic condi- 
tions prevailing were also mentioned, as well as the amounts of the 
marriage dowry. It had been said that there was no such a thing as 
“Jewish” Art. In his opinion, those Ketuboth were a refutation of that 
statement, for an inspection of them would convince anyone that they were 
the skilled work of Jewish artists, their exquisite colouring and correct- 
ness of detail being marvellous. 

In reply to a number of questions (put by Messrs. J. Hirsch, Harris, 
S. H. Dainow, and J. Lion), Dr. Gaster deplored the lack of interest 
shown by the Jewish community of the present day in the study of the 
ancient history of their people. 

On the motion of the Chairman, thanks were accorded to Dr. Gaster 
for his address. 


Mrs. Vishnitzer on Jewish Mediaeval Art. 

Mrs. R. Vishnitzer gave a lantern Jecture on Jewish Mediacval Illumi- 
nation atthe Pr. Williams’ Libra: y, yesterday week, under the auspices of 
the Women’s Auxiliary of the 1.0.0.B. Haham Dr. M. GASTER presided. 

The lecturer said that the secularisation of the graphic arts in the 
18th and 14th century was a most favourable moment for Jewish book 
illustration. Hebrew illuminated manuscripts were to be found in allthe 
art co ions of Europe. Among the illuminated Jewish books the 

k of the Passover Service occupied the first place. The text of the 
Haggadah was already in its complete form in the 13th century, but 
the miniaturists, however, did not follow it faithfully, and they enlarged 
the frontiers of the narration considerably, beginning often with scenes of 
the Creation ofthe World. A feature of the Spanish Haggadahs, of which 
some beautiful specimens were exhibited, was the fusion of the Gothic and

LXXVI.—GROUPS IN JEWRY. 
My 


I had an interesting visitor this week; he was brought by my friend 
the Vicar. He had come to this country recently from Switzerland, aud 
was an authority on the present religious position of the world. His 
conversation was most entertaining; it was not only witty, but it 
reflected deep thought and keen powers of observation. He pointed out 
that just as in all spheres of life the war had meant an upheaval, soin 
the religious sphere the old certainty and calm confidence had tk. u dis- 
tarbed, and men were groping for new landmarks. He reviewed the various 
religious types which can be met with everywhere in Western Europe. 
In the first place, there were thése who, tired of the aimlessness and un- 
settiedness of the life around them, found comfort in the safe baven of 
Roman Catholicism. Roman Catholicism, he said, appealed first because 
of its universalistic claims, by reason of which it was able to speak in the 
name of humanity; secondly, because it represented organised authority, 
and therefore made it unnecessary for the individual to think for himself; 
and thirdly, hecause of the dash of mysticism in its ritual. Since Roman 
Catholicism is regarded as the strongest support of established authority, 
it attracts those who stand in dread of the new revolutionary movewcnts 
of the day, and particularly of Bolshevism. 

My visitor then went on to talk of Protestantism, which in his opinion 
was the religion of thefuiure. At presentits appeal is not strong, because 
the populace wanted leading and authority, and cared little for individual 
liberty of thought. So much was this the case that many prominent 
Protestants, especially on the Continent, are thinking of. an organisation 
in which all Protestants shall be united ; an organisation which may then 
claim to speak in the name of a large body of Christians who at present 
are divided into groups. But the difficulty here is to get the groups to 
coalesce. Still, Protestantism is a mighty force, and was destined to 
become mightier still. 

If Roman Catholics and Protestants interested my visitor, the third 
class of whom he spoke evidently occupied the warmest corner in bis 
heart. He referred to the select few who cannot follow the multitude, who 
are for ever questioning, seeking, criticising; men and women devoted 
passionately to truth, who are never absolute in their opinions but who 
are strikingly honest. He instanced Erasmus as perhaps one of the best 
types of this class which has always existed throughout the ages. 

When my visitor had gone I pondered over his report, which appeared 
to be well informed, and asked myself: What is the position in Jewry 
to-day? Have we not also, I said to myself, three types corresponding 


to those mentioned by the Swiss thinker? We, too, have the extremists 


on the one side, who may be called the ultra-orthodox; at the other end 
we have the critics, the searchers, the dissatisfied ones, longing to 
remain within the camp yet discontented with the representation of truth 
which they find around them; and between these two we havé the 
moderates who, while in the main accepting tradition, nevertheless lay 


_ great stress on the freedom of individual thought. 


The more I cogitated on this parallelism, the more I felt that there 
is a great deal to be said for it. I considered that there was more than a 
superficial semblance between the attitude of mind, on the one hand, of 
the Roman Catholics and those whom Roman Catholicism attracts, and on 
the other of the sérupulously traditional Jews Their’s not to reason, 
their’s but to do. They attach comparatively small importance to a 
clear conception of the meaning of religion, satisfied that the carrying 


out of laws is the be-all and end-all of life. Perhaps the Breuer com- 


munity in Frankfurt is the extreme type of this wing of Judaism. I fear 
that it isintolerant and inflexible, crying, “ You must take all or nothing!” 

It isalso said that the ultra-Orthodox party in Jewry, whether it lives 
in Poland, in Germany, in England, or in America, has tended to become 
a sect, with the persecuting instincts of extremists, singularly narrow in 
outlook, without sympathetic understanding of any position but their 
own. Moreover, in every movement which makes for Jewish unity they 
are to be found in a corner by themselves. 

I think all this is a thousand pities, and the worst of it is that this 
type of uncompromising Judaism often tends to produce superstition, 
formalism, and hollowness. Understand me aright: I do not wish to 
imply that there are no good men and women among the ultra-Orthodox. 
I know many: they are saints, But I think these particular people 
would be saints anywhere, though it must be said that very often one 
misses in the majority of this class the idealism and unseifishness taught 
by Judaism in its noblest expression. These extreme Orthodox are 
perhaps, let me add, least sympathetically inclined to those Jews who 
are searching; possibly, in the Psalmist’s phrase, “seeking the Lord.” 
They are dissatisfied; they long for something which the extreme 
Orthodox presentation of Judaism does not give them. Yet they, too, are 
brethren, and their wants should be met. 

It may be there is most hope for the middle group, that which under- 
stands and loves Jewish tradition, which draws from Jewish history and 
the opinion of great teachers in the past, but which yet claims to exercise

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individual judgment, even to criticise, finding support in the Biblical 
injunction that it is important to know—‘‘And thou shalt know this day 
and lay it to thine heart.” The Jewish practices they carry out mean 
something to them, help them to live the higher life, help them to love 
God and to love their neighbour. It seems to me that the 
hope of the future is with these people, for our children ask 
dificult questions and modern. children must have answers. 
This class of Jew believes passionately in the Brotherhood of Israel, and 
for this ideal is prepared to make even the greatest sacrifices. The Jews 
of this group have good will, and good willis much. They claim to carry 
on tradition. The extremists on the Right look only to the Past, turning 
their back on the Future. The extremists on the Left look only to the 
Future, turning their back on the Past. The middle party stand so as to 
be able to look with equal ease to the Pastas wellas the Future. Both are 
needed. For life andthought move onward: Consider the teaching of the 
Talmud Rabbis. Did it not differ from age to age? Was it not moulded 
to suit the needs of every generation? The great fascination of the Talmud 
is that it palpitates with life. There is no stagnation in its doctrines, and 
it bears clear evidence that the great Jewish teachers of those days moved 
with thetimes. And, look at the Talmudas a whole, and you will find that 
the expression of Judaism of the Talmud is not precisely, so far as we can 
judge, the expression of Judaism of Isaiah; further, that the expression 
of Judaism of Ibn Ezra is not precisely, so far as we can judge, the 
expression of Judaism of the Talmud; nor was the expression of Judaism 
of the l7th and 18th century Polish Rabbanim, so far as we can 
judge, the expression of Judaism of Ibn Ezra. The middle party is thus 
fortified in its attitude. Respecting Jewish tradition, the middle party is 
ready to mould it to modern needs. Realising the ethical content of 
Jewish practice, it is anxious to interpret itin modern terms. Above all, 
it is tolerant. It sees the Jewishness in the heart of those who are 
groping ; it recognises the worth of the best ultra-orthodox. The one it 
strives to help; of the otheritexpects that while it leads its life according 
to its own lights, it will not forget that all Jews form a Brotherhood, the 
MW of last week's Sedrah on which Moses laid so much stress. 

Criticism is not always a bad thing, We cannot discard common 
sense in religion, which is like fresh air in a room. Shut it out and 
religion becomes stuffy; admit it and there is a freshness which tastes 
of life. 

I ought to be grateful to my Swiss visitor for having set my mibd 
thinking along these lines. I do not pretend that the subject is 
exhausted, but I do feel that it is right not to shut ourselves off from the 
facts. Above ail,if we have zeal, let us expend it in noble living and not 
in hostility to those who cannot see eye toeye with us. What the funda- 
mentals of Judaism are we all know. Whatever opinions we may hold 
as to their origins, our duty surely is to make them a reality in our lives. 
Some in one way, others in another, but all in the service of Holiness.

The Bible—-Myth or Truth? 


From the Rev. GERALD FRIEDLANDER, 35, Gordon Square, W.C. 
[To THE EDITOR.] 


5irn,—The remarks which “Benammi” appended to my letter in 
the last issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE do not refute the criticism which 
I ventured to level. I am not surprised that instead of a refutation I 
receive a few personal criticisms, which leave me unmoved. It is quite 
untrue to assert that ‘ Benammi” agrees with Maimonides on the question 
atissue. ‘To take but one case,.which Rabbi Epstein raised with me, the 
Revelation on Mount Sinai. “Benammi” says this is “folk-lore.” 
Maimonides nowhere says that the Manifestation on the Mountain was 
“ folk-lore,” or “mythology.” To decide whether “Benammi” and 
Maimonides think alike is easily settled. What “ Benammi” holds we all 
know, that the “narrative of the Revelation on Sinai” is “folk-lore.” 
Maimonides holds otherwise. In his “Guide for the Perplexed” he 
writes: “The object of God revealing Himself in thick clouds, darkness, 
vapours, and mist was to teach this lesson... . His revelation in a 
thick cloud, did not take place without any purpose, it was intended 
to indicate that we cannot comprehend Him on account of the 
dark body that surrounds us. It does not surround God, because 
He is incorporeal. A tradition is current among our people that the 
day of the revelation on Mount Sinai was misty, cloudy, and a 
little rainy. Compare, “ Lord, when Thou wentest forth from Seir, when 
Thou marchedst out of the fleld of Edom, the earth trembled, and the 
heavens dropped water” (Judges v., 4). The same idea is expressed by 
the words, “ darkness, clouds, and thick darkness” (Deut. iv., 11). 

This passage is from Chapter ix. of the Third Part. In Chapter 
xxiv. of the same Part, Maimonides writes, “In the same sense Moses 
said to the Israelites when they stood round Mount Sinai: ‘Do not fear; 
the object of this great sight which you perceived is that you should see 
the truth with thine own eyes. When the Lord your God, in order to 
show your faithfulness to Him, will prove you by a false prophet, who 
will tell you the reverse of what you have heard, you will remain firm 
and your steps will not slide. If] had come as a messenger as you desired, 
and had told you that which had been said unto me, and which you had 
not heard, you would perhaps consider as true what another might tell 
you in opposition to that which you heard from me. But it is different 
now, as you have heard itin the midst of the great sight.’” In both passages 
the “ Revelation on Singi” is accepted as a fact experienced by Israe). 

In Part 11, chapter xxxiii., Maimonides deals with ‘ Prophecy,” and 
writes thus: “It is clear to me that what Moses experienced on Mount 
Sinai was different from that which was experienced by all the other 
Israelites, for Moses alone was addressed by God, and for this reason the 
second person singular is used in the Ten Commandments: Moses then 
went down to the foot of the mount and told his fellow-men what he had 
heard.” How “ Benammi,” with his or her explanation of “The Revela- 
tion on Sinai” as “old Jewish folk-lore,” can venture to assert that he or 
she prefers to follow Maimonides’ conception (which I have illustrated by 
the above quotations from “The Guide for the Perplexed”) is a puzzle 
which “Benammi” may attempt to explain away with the same ease 
as he or she has attempted to explain away the miracles of the Bible. 
“* Benammi” assumes that I believe in the “literal inspiration” of the 
Hebrew Bible. What I do believe is that the Revelation at Sinai was a 
fact, the | greatest fact in all history. This fact is neither “mythology ” 
nor “ folk-tale,” as ‘“ Benammi” asserts. I also believe that the saying of 


.the Talmud that “The.Torah speaks the language of man” is true, I am 


not surprised to find that “ Benammi’s” ire is stirre' by my reference to 
Mr. C. G. Montefiore. Like “ Benammi,” he also asse"ts Jews 


of all shades and varieties unanimously reject the doctrine of verbas—- 


inspiration. . With this divergent view of inspiration, Liberal 
Judaism combines a divergence from orthodoxy as regards the miraculous. 
The miracles recounted in the Biblical narratives are not regarded as 
evidence of their truth. . . . But Orthodox Judaism is, I think, more 
concerned about the literal truth of the narratives in the nineteenth and 
twentieth chapters of Exodus. 1t tends to cling to the reality of the 
lightnings and thunders and of the descent of God upon the mount, and of the 
divine voice audibly proclaiming the Ten Words, and of the tablets of stone 
upon which the divine artificer engraved them. That these marvels actually 


-oceurred Orthodox Judaism must, I think, maintain; whereas Liberal 


Judaism can look at such strange fales in a modern manner” (Liberal 
Judaism and Hellenism, pp. 5ff.). “Benammi” agrees wth Mr. Montefiore 
not only in rejecting the veracity of the narratives of miracles in the Hebrew 
Scriptures, but also in abandoning the Orthodox, or rather Traditional, 
doctrine of so-called “literal” inspiration. Nevertheless the “believing ™ 
Orthodox or Traditional Jews had their Massorah or Critical emendations 
of the text of the Hebrew Bible, and they also had their rules of inter- 
pretation as well as the dictum already quoted, “The Torah speaks the 
language of man.” Even Maimonides quotes this saying of the Talmud. 
Whether “Benammi” is acting in accordance with the elementary 
principles of politeness or Derech Eretz by asserting that the founder of 
Liberal Judaism in this country “ seems to have become a King Charles’ 
head” for me, is a question which I will leave to your readers, who will 
be able to form their decision by comparing the statements of “ Benammi” 
with reference to “ miracles” and “literal inspiration” with the passages 
quoted from Mr. Montefiore’s book. For more thaaa quarter of a century 
] have been pleading in and out of the pulpit for a critical Jewish Bible 
Commentary for our brethren. The present discussion aptly illustrates 
the need of such a work. “ Benammi” threatens to return to the subject 
of Miracles again. May we be spared such a disaster, please, 
April 3rd, 1921.

POETRY AND RELIGION, 


“ POBTRY AND RELIGION,” by Dr. Israel Abrahams (Allen and Unwin) 
is the third Arthur Davis Memorial Lecture delivered before the Jewish 
Historical Society at University College, on Sunday, April 25th, 1920, and 
also contains a foreword by Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch. The main position 
adopted by Dr. Abrahams is that both Poetry and Religion are creative 
forces, and that they are independent when regarded in that, their 
highest aspect. The Prophet he takes as representing Religion, the 
Dramatist as representing Poetry. in the creative sphere. The terms are 
all fluid; there are many varieties of prophecy and drama, some of them 
far removed from creative quality. None the less, a distinction between 
lyric and drama may fairly be drawn on the ground that while the latter 
is a product of the creative imagination, the former arises out of the 
“capacity for impression.” It was not, till relatively late that the 
Hebrews adopted the Greek word “poet” (maker); they preferred to 
Call their poet the “Singer” (mieshorrer), a word which persisted long 
after the Greek Ode-writer had become Poet. The Greeks had no Bible, 
the Hebrews no Drama. The creative imagination of Israel gave us 
ethical monotheism, the creative imagination of Greece gave us the 
dramatic view of life. The former controlled, the latter exercised no 
control over human genius. Hence Greek science and philosophy is 
absolute, Hebraic pragmatic. rf 


Religion and Poetry, so far from being identical in function, operate 
most efficiently when independent of each other. When either is 
expected or allowed to dominate the other, to interfere with the free 
operation of the other, the effect is disastrous. Poetry has injured 
Religion in many ways. It has introduced indecision where certainty 
and precision are imperative. It has also done some harm by stereo- 
typing and perpetuating false conceptions: of Religion by the: abiding 
tyranny of the beautifal phrase. Chiefly, it has wronged Religion by 
intruding its creative energy where it has no right of entry. There is no 
prophetical Hell. Poetry, if it did not plan, at all events constructed 
Hell, which owes far more to the poets, to Virgil, to Dante, to Milton, 
than to all the theologies put together. The authors of apocalypses were 
poets, not prophets, 

The two influences, Poetry and Religion, intemect in certain artistic 
forms, but primarily in the lyric. To the lyrist, Religion gives the Great 
Model, Poetry the freedom of self-expression. Creative Religion and 
creative Poetry ought, indeed, to be critical of each other, each the 
other's touchstone of truth. But the two must remain independent. A 
Job must submit and recant: a Prometheus can rebel and resist to the 
end. For though it may be that in the lost sequel of Aeschylus, Prome- 
theus was reconciled with Zeus, the Olympians conquering ‘the Titans. 
yet the dramatist conceives the evolution of something above both, and 
represents Zeus changing quite as much as Prometheus. But in the 
Biblical story it is Job who changes, God is and must be changeless, 
though man’s conception of Him changes and grows, 


But the Great Lyric is great Poetry, and it is also great Religion. 
Drama is essentially the outpouring of the soul not towards God, but 
towards man. And because God endures, changeless, eternally true to 
divine nature, and because the Hebrew Psalmist was true to human 
nature, the Great Lyric endures, changeless, eternally true also. In 
Religion, the message of Israel was truth about God; in Art, the lyric 
response to that truth. Thus, Religion and Poetry come into active 
co-operation where God and man meet; where, under the impulse of 
the Divine outside himself, the poet feels drawn to pour out his inner 
self in adoration. And in his own Art, as in his own Religion— 
though he fell far below the Hellene in many aspects of Art and in 
some phases of Religion—the Hebrew was unique. The Hellene saw 
more, expressed more variously; but what. the Hebrew saw, he saw 
clearly and whole; and what he saw he expressed with an art, limited in 
scope, but within that scope perfect beyond perfection’s dream. Dr. 
Abrahams concludes by asking whether he is claiming too much when he 
calls this Hebrew vision of God, and this Hebrew response of man, 
unique. Seeing God, was there much else (that counts) left for man to 
see? Singing God, was there much else (that Counts) left for man to sing ? 

In this stimulating essay, written with a marked degree of charm and 
inspiring suggestion, the author shows himself at one with his subject in 
a deep and almost mystic sense. The lecture asa whole is a delightful 
inquiry full of sound judgment and sympathetic understanding. A pro- 
found reflection is often touched off most gracefully in a delicate turn or a 
neat phrase. “People dance now, but notin ritual, though some make a 
ritual of it” (p. 17), “There must be established between. Poetry and 
Religion a League of Free Notions—founded on sincerity” (p. 22). “Few 
before Heine had broken the silence unless to damn, as Ibn Ezra damned, 
with far from faint blame” (p. 25). “If Poetry is to serve Religion it must 
not administer an anodyne where it ought to provide a tonic” (p. 29). 

In this address, profound learning and clear thinking are vitalised by 
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spirit and imagination, stamped with the intellectual delight of tho 
author's craft. Dr. Abrahams seems to possess an intuitive discernment 


by which he is able to pierce to the very soul of his subject, and to show . 


and to create the aesthetic pleasure of a work of art. The design and 
the execution are thus presented with a sureness of judgment which 
imposes conviction and helps us to enjoy with gratitude and appreciation 
the essayist’s mind and knowledge. 


Notes and News. 

(1). Cyril Frederick Lan-Davis was born at Bromley, Kent, on 25th 
April, 1887, and was elected in 1897 to a Scholarship at St. Paul's School, 
being placed first in the examination after allowance for age. After 
studying at the Royal Polytechnic and University College, he spent @ 
short time at the great Elswick factory; He then entered the employ- 
ment of J. H. Dallmeyer, Ltd., of which ultimately he became secretary 
and a director, the new factory at Willesden being erected under his 
supervision. While thus engaged, he took out several patents for improve- 
ments in photographic and telephotographic lenses. He was elected 
Fellow of the Royal Photographic Society, and a member of the Council of 
the Optical Society. At theoutbreak of war he volunteered for innmediate 
service, and was gazetted sub-Lieutenant on August 5th 1914, and 
Lieutenant on October 3lst, 1914, in the Royal Naval Air Service, 
His last employment was at the air base of Imbros, from which British 
aeroplanes co-operated with the forces in ‘the Gallipoli Peninsula. He 
directed the photography of one of the Wings, and described how he built 
the dark-room which was among the principal constructions in the Island. 
He later became “ missing,” his death being presumed for official purposes 
as having occurred on the I4th October, 1915. He had obtained per- 
mission to go to Malta for dental attendance, and it was the opinion of 
officials of the Red Cross Society that he had perished in a smal! boat on 
which he was taking passage. He had previously described in his letters, 
how, when he went to Helles from Imbros, and when he flew to spot for guns, 
shells were falling around. “Telephotography” by Cyril fF. Lan-Davis 
(Routledge) has now reached a second edition revised by Mr. Lionel 
Barton Booth. There’ is a biographical notice of the author written 
by “I. D.,” whose initials with a touch of pathos half reveal without half 
concealing the identity of the biographer. Mr. Booth also contributes an 
editorial note to this second edition. 

Lan-Davis belonged to that gallant band of England s youth and man- 
hood which has left a precious legacy of courage and duty. In official 
language he is counted among the “missing,” but when weighed in the 
balance he had not been found wanting in the spirit of idealism and in 
the quest of service. A brave airman, he raised his wings like the cagle, 
and as he soared he saw the flying scroll, with its message of high 
endeavour and noble sacrifice. This little book is a touching memorial 
of his intellectual output and his bold spirit, and forms a permanent 
record of a useful life, the recollection of which may with justice bring 
pride and solace to a father’s stricken heart. 

(2). “The Sabbath in Judaism,” by the Rev. Morris Joseph, is a sermon 
preached at the West London Synagogue on November 20, 1920. Mr. 
Joseph recalisthat the Sabbathis an observance which has come down with 
the Jew from the earliest times, an observance consecrated not only by 
a long racial past, not only by the thought of what it has meant for the 
cherished dead, but by the most intimate and the most tender associa- 
tions. Can any of us lightly let so precious a possession go? You may 
keep Sunday and call it Sabbath; but will the Sabbath, thus shifted, be 
quite the same thing as it was? Now it is a day with a nameless charm, 
a day of almost mystic holiness; it is the day which we used to keep 
with our parents, and our spirit met and joined with theirs in the keeping 
of it. A hundred inspiring memories cling to it, and makeita mighty 
spiritual force. But we cannot. transfer these attributes, these “im- 
ponderables,” when we change the day. Now, however indifferent 
to the Sabbath’s advent we ordinarily may be, whenever some moving 
event occurs in our personal life, we mark it by coming on the 
Sabbath-day to the house of prayer. We would utter to God our 
thanks, our hopes, our supplications in His dwelling-place, and on His 
very own day. Buton Sunday? No. Itisimpossible. It would not be 
the same thing. For whatever Sunday may be to others, it is not. and never 
can be, God's day for us, It cannot be His day, because it is not our day, 
the day of our souls, the day that we have been taught from childhood to 
hallow, in thought and feeling at any rate. Abolish the traditional 
Sabbath, or let it die of neglect and inanition, and you strike at the affec- 
tions and the memories that go to nourish the higher life. Youinjurethe 
personal religion ofeach man andwoman,. That is why a Jewish Sabbath, 
kept on Sunday, has thus far always been a failure. Men have thought to 
transfer it, but what they have transferred is the outward shell only; 
the spirit has evaporated, never to be recaptured. The truth is that the 
Sabbath is a tender flower which will not bear transplanting ; it loses its 
bloom and fragrance in the process; it droops and dies.

JEwisH COOKERY. 


PASSOVER DISHES. 


This week, and next, special recipes for Passover will be given. 
Those below will be found very useful. Next week the recipes will be 
for fancy cakes. 

MATZA KLEIs. 
REQUIRED: Two matzoth; chopped suet, 3 oz4.: two small onions: 
matz2 moal, 2 ozs.; two eggs, chopped parsley, salt, pepper, 
nutmeg. 


METHOD,—Soak the matzoth in cold water until quite soft, then squeeze 


very dry. Chop very small the onions and brown them in a little drip- 
ping. Mix all ingredients together, binding with the eggs. loll into 


small balls (keeping the hands dry by dredging with matza meal), and 
cook in the soup half an hour before serving, taking care that the soup is 
quite boiling before they are added. 


MATZA FRITTERS. 
REQUIRED: 4 eggs; 4 small tablespoonfuls matza meal; ground 
almonds 1 oz.’; cinnamon; oil for frying: clarified sugar. 

METHOD.—Beat up the eggs very lightly, add the meal and almonds, 
and beat again for five minutes. Fry d@ spoonful at a time in boiling oil. 
Drain well, arrange in a glass dish, sprinkle with cinnamon and pour over 
clarified sugar. 

N.bB.-—Potato fritters are made in exactly the same way, using four 
large floury potatoes, mashed and beaten up until quite smooth, instead 
of the meal and almonds. 


MATZA PUDDING (BAKED). 
REQUIRED: Two matzoth; 2 tablespoonsful of meal: dripping 2 oz. 3 
dried fruit, }lb.; browa sugar, 20z.; 2 egg4; spice to taste. 

MreTrHop.—Soak the matzoth in cold water, then squeeze very dry. 
Mix all the ingredients together with the well-beaten eggs. Grease well 
a pie dish, sugar it, put in the mixture, and bake in a hot oven for about 
half an hour. 

N.B.—Boiled matza pudding-is made in the same way, but uso 


Chopped suet (40z.) instead of the dripping. 


RHUBARB SPONGE. 
REQUIRED: Rhubarb 14 lbs.; sugar; 6 prelatoes. 

METHOD.—Stew the rhubarb with a little water and sufficient. sugar. 
When soft add the prelatoes which have been previously crumbled. Turn 
the mixture into a grease! pie dish, and bake in a quick oven until nicely 
browned on top.

From Mrs. EICHHOLZ, President, 47, Addison Gardens, W. 14, 
To THE EDITOR. | 

Strn,— May lask the hospitality of your columns to mention a difficulty 
which is confronting the community atthe present time. Unemployment 
is rife among young Jewesses, as among the general population, but 
the condition is one which is largely preventable. From information 
received, it is found that, as a rule, where a girl isthighly skilled in 
her yocation, there is nounemployment. ‘The erpert shorthand typist, 
the expert in needlecraft, can always find work; indeed the 
demand is greater than the supply, while there are thousands 
who are unemployed because their training is inadequate. Our 
own institutions are badly in need of trained Jewesses to fill vacant 
posts as matrons and housekeepers, and there are excellent openings for 
nurses and health visitors. The number of Jewish teachers is, unfortu- 
nately, diminishing, while there is au ever increasing demand for them. 
It is vital that our young girls shall awaken to the necessity for serious 
work, and serious preparation for that work. When they realise this 
need, we shall not be confronted on the one hand with vacant posts which 
it is impossible to fill, and, on the other, with the even more deplorable 
sight of gentlewomen who are on the brink of starvation because they 
have not fitted themselves to compete in the labour market. 

In view of the circumstances which L have outlined, the Union of 
Jewish Women wishes to bring to the notice of the community that it 
assists girls and women with loans for training, together with advice as 
to choice of career. The Union has in mind the following activities :— 

1. Health Visitors and Nurses. 

2. Matrons and Assistant Matrons. 

3. Appointments—Commercial, Civil Service, and Municipal. 

4. University Training. 

5. Professional Training, Teaching, etc.

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The Jew in Germany and Poland. 


AN IMPRESSION. 


By Dr. L. HADEN GUEST. 


Dr. L. Haden Guest is now journeying in Germany and 
Poland, with a view to studying the general conditions that 
prevail in those countries. Below is the second of a serics of 
articles he is contributing to the JEWISH CHRONICLE on, Jewish 
conditions as he finds them in the two countries named, The 
jirst article appeared in our issue of March 4th. 


To cross the frontier from Germany to Poland is very much 
nore than the mere crossing of the arbitrary line. Poland is a new 
country, not yet organised, its frontiers are’ floating and its political 
newness and instability are obvious on the frontier station. The 
German orderliness disappears. People jump over barriers and are 
dealt with, some mildly and some severely—according to their 
presumed social importance. In one temporary wooden building 
used for customs and passport examinations, a crowd of twenty or 
thirty Jews, men, women and children, were waiting for the next 
stage on their journey to America with multi-coloured, roped-up 
bundles and ungainly packages. A “ Nichtraucher” carriage, in 
which I travelled from Berlin, was kept sternly free of smoke by a 
German, but once over the frontier no one thought of obeying the 
restricting rule. Trains also became at once insupportably crowded. 
At Posen it was no longer possible to get from the compartment to 
the door of the corridor carriage on to tlie platform, as the 
passage was jammed with luggage and human beings. Some people 
also tried to force their way into our already full places, and 
& very beated argument ensued with a Pole and the intruders who 
were, however, finally defeated by the controlevr of the train. On 
their retreat the Pole said, “Ah, they were Jews.’ Oddly enough 
[ had already takén our combative fellow traveller for a Jew 
himself. 

Jews frequently come into conversation in Poland—and 
generally as a difficulty to be considered. 

In Warsaw I made enquiries in many different quarters— 
Jewish and non-Jewish—and was told that the excesses which 
occurred some time ago have now ceased. As a Jew put it: “A Jew 
can now travel in a‘train in his long coat without having his beard 
plucked out.” | 

But while assault and insult have practically disappeared, the 
strong feeling of difference between Jew and Gentile persists, and 
finds its expression in many economic, social, and political ways. To 
be a Jew in Germany has its disadvantages; to be a Jew in Poland 
is, at.the least, to be very severely handicapped. There is no Jew 
taking part in the Government; there are few Jewish officers in the 


army. The Press is said to have an anti-Semitic bias, and itis not 


long ago since appeals appeared addressed to Polish “ patriotism,’ 
urging Poles not trade with the Jews. r 

A movement also exists to supplant Jewish firms in business. 

The anti-Jewish feeling was marked in a small town I visited 
(Radzymin), the place nearest to Warsaw reached by the Bolsheviks. 
Between Jews and Christians in this town there is an almost com- 
plete barrier. The Christian school mistress was, for instance, quite 
ignorant of any arrangements for feeding Jewish children—or so she 
stated—-although the kitchen was not five minutes’ walk away. But 
this antagonism dates from the war against Russia, and while the 
town Christians of Radzymin boycott the Jews, ‘the country popula- 
tion — about (a peasant of the town put it, “those who do not 
know"), trade with the Jews. Crude violence has gone, but some 
degree sf social and economic boycott remains. A patriotic Polish 
Jewess told me this depended not on race or religion, but on Polish 
patriotism or on lack of it. The situation cannot be quickly changed.

The number of Jews in Poland and in the large towns alone makes 
that difficult. The figure was put to me as high as one third of the 
total population in Warsaw, and in other places much higher. 

Many of the Jews are from Russia, and are at least suspected of 
sympathy with the Bolsheviks—but, what is worse, are stated to 
have been used by the Germans during their three years occupation 
as requisitioning agents. 

Poland is now proud of its regained freedom, planning the 
development of its new uational life, making economic changes, 
seeking alliances, dreaming of its past, and building up ites future. 
And in this newly flowering national sentiment the Jew has little 


place. He is different, thought to be often hostile, Eastern instead 


of Westerp. A Jew, whom I asked about the question of Jewish- 
Polish patriotism, said he thought the Jews were “correct” and 
“loyal,” but could hardly be expected’to be enthusiastic for a policy 
in the future development of which they are not expected to take a 


share, and which regards them‘as a weakness to the State and not « 


strength. This is, however, an exaggeratedly pessimistic Jewish 
view. 

To visit the Jewish quarter in Warsaw, the old Ghetto, is 
certainly to step out of the West intothe East. Streets are crowded 
with jostling crowds, very largely men, long-coated, with beard and 
ear locks, some prosperous and comfortably dressed, others miser- 
able and in rags. At one corner is a little group of men with bowed 
shoulders, ragged clothes, thin arms and slender bodies, with empty 
sacks over their shoulders, “ waiting,” my guide said, © for any job 
the good God will send them,” and hardly earning enough to keep 
body and soul together with prices at present levels, Off the main 
street are little courts; at the bottom of one a dingy building was 
labelled ‘ Hotel Londynski.” ‘Each ground-floor window. in the 
court was a little shop, and in the roadway were men 
selling melon’ seeds, shelled nuts, fruits, and a hundred miscel- 
laneous objects. I watched one ragged seller of melon seeds, whose 
stock-in-trade was asmall bag of seeds and a pair of scales, and 
who stood on the pavement against the wall of a house, sell a small 
handful toa boy for four marks, nominally four shillings in our 
exchange, at present less than a farthing, and in Polish value the 
price of about ten minutes’ work, or more probably, the value of a 
smal tip. One gets thanked politely for a five-mark tip to a cloak- 
room attendant, 

The tall fur caps, the long black coats, the frequent uncouth 
and torn sheepskin coats, the much patched rags of the Jew, the 
incessant chaffering at countless little stalls by the curb and in the 
shops and up the courtyard, the busy house-wives, the many 
children, and the noise of many voices so that itis hard to hear onc- 
self—all these things make up a scene*vividly in contrast with the 
other non-Jewish quarters of the town. Many of the crowd looked 
miserable, but most did not, and most were clothed at least suffi- 
ciently and looked reasonably fed. Going about in Warsaw in either 
Jewish or Christian quarters, in the streets and in the schodls, in 
Hospitals or in other institutions, one does not see any grease and 
obvious signs of distress. 


British and American help and the excellent organisation of 


the American Relief Workers here dealt with the worst of the evil, 
and the country is pulling itself together. Jews and Christians are 
helped without distinction of race or religion, and this 
relief work is probably one of the agencies that soften antagonism 
while it improves pbysical conditions. The amount of illness, 
infectious and other, is said to be considerably less than last vear. 
But housing conditions are bad—and here the Christians and Jews 
suffer in much the same way. 

Warsaw is terribly over-crowded with refugees—many being 
Jews—and as many as twenty people‘are said to sleep in one’small 
room. 

There does not appear to be any cut and dried “ solution” of 
the Jewish problem in Poland. In part it is being solved by emigra- 
tion of Jews to America, which is, at’present going on at a rapid 
rate. In part it may be solved later on, when relations with Russia 
become normal, by a return of some Jews to Russia, and by the 
employment of more in the small factories which used to engage in 
the manufacture of goods for export to Russia, and which have now 
ceased work owing to the war. The problem will also certainly be 
rendered less acute as education of Jews and Christians becomes 
more widespread, and their joint co-operation in the work of the 
country becomes more possible. The contrast between German 
anti-Semitism and Polish anti-Semitism seems to depend essentially 
on the difference of their educational levels. 

But the difference makes it also clear that_the Jewish problem is 
a European problem, and should be treated as such, and not as the 
problem of the different garrulously contesting little States of 
Europe. | 

Going from State to State in Europe, makes one feel ‘that 
important as our separate States are—England, France, Poland and 
the rest—Europe is more important still, And while itis of no avail 
cherishing illusions as to the nearness of any. close European 
federation, the conception of a united Europe may at least give a 


direction to our policy. And perhaps only along the lines of that 


conception of Europe's future can the “Jewish question" be 


really settled, 
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A Sermon for the Week.

_NATURE’S WARNING. 


_ Wisdom cricth without; she uttereth her voice in the streeta: she crieth m Ue 
chief place of concourse, in the openings of the gates; in the city she uttereth her 
words, saying, How long ye simple ones will ye love simplicity.—Proverbs I., 20-22. 

This isa sublime dramatic utterance. Itis wisdom thatis represented 
a8 Speaking. Whatis wisdom? It may be described as science speaking 
on the side of morality. It is as if Nature had risen up, and had declared 
from her own seat, and by her own authority, what was the history of 
transgression against her fundamental laws, It is the voice that speaks 
through this week's Portion, with its summary of the medical laws of 
leprosy. It is the voice telling men what are the ends of those ways which 
are essentially the violation of God's laws ininature. When the leper 
recovered from his leprosy, he had to bring a guilt offering into the 
Sanctuary. Why? Except to express the fact that his disease was a 
punishment for some violation of God's laws in nature? The world was 
built for those who obey its constitution, not for the disobedient. Look 
at the form of the personification ip this dramatic declaration of Proverbs: 
“IT have called, and ye refused; I have stretched out my hand, and no 
man regarded.” It was nature that called, and they refused and 
disregarded. It is nature that declares: ‘‘I will mock at your calamity, 
I will mock when your fear cometh as desolation, and your destruction 
asa whirlwind.” But though nature punishes so ruthlessly, God, speak- 
ing as our Heavenly Father, addressés us in very different tones: “ Have 
I any pleasure at all that the wicked should die? saith the Lord, and not 
that he should return from his ways and live?” 

BUT WISDOM, AS SUCH, 

knows no relenting; she will never forgive our refusing to listen to her 
voice. Every day before our eyes this is going on. We see men and 
women plunging headlong into destruction, violating the laws of God; 
and they are warned. But they are infatuated. and do not heed the 
werning, for when men are inflamed with vehement desires there comes 
over them a kind of insanity. Ten thousand men have gone down the 
way of destruction depicted in Proverbs, and perished; and the next 
man that comes after them will perish also. He says, perhaps, ‘ They 
Were fools, but I am clever, I shall not perish.” He follows after them, 
and puts his feet into the imprints of the men that went before him, and 
holds on his course as if there had been no warning, no victim, no example. 
So he passes on, and is punished. The young grow up to believe that 
they know more than their parents, and are irritated at the restraints, 
wholesome and just, that are laid,upon them bythose parents. They 
are indignant that the neighbours exhort them and would restrain them. 
They laugh at the institutions of religion; pious literature they despise. 
All the time we see wen violating the fundamental laws of strength, 
character, prosperity, and society, little by little; and because sentence 
is not speedily executed against evil-doers, they are presumptuous, 
and they say, “How doth God know?” At a later stage. 
when the fatal work is done, and disease, decay, poverty, the 
coldness of man, the indifference of society, disgrace, neglect, suffer- 
ing, infamy and death come upon then; they begin to call out, in these 
several states, and condemn everybody but themselves. Then they seek 
to patch up their broken constitutions, then they attempt to put on the 
aspects of honesty, then they try to regraft themselves upon the tree 
from which they have been broken off, and largely in vain. They cal), 
but nature will not hear; they plead into deaf ears. So is fulfilled this 
sublime and terrific passage of drama which

pourtrays in some fourteen verses. If it had not been written, we might 
write it from what we constantly see going on in the midst of human 
society. Men, when they are beginning transgression, are heedless. 
Their bad courage leads them on, lures them, strengthensthem. They are 
bold enough at the beginning ; but when they have committed their vices 


and crimes, and are broken down, they are cowardly enough. Or con-. 


sider the mildest forms of transgression—those of indolence and self- 
indulgence. How quietly men ‘spend their lives doing nothing. Their 
footfall has no sound. They walk, as it were, on feathers. They are 
young, they are lazy, things go easy with them. They are feeding on the 
industry of their parents; they do not tax their strength by any kind 
of toil; they enjoy life every day. They enjoy it so much every day 
that they do not want any to-morrow, ahd they let to-morrow take care 
of itself. Thus they go on, year after year, wild, inefficient, self- 
indulgent, indolent, till they pass the meridian of life. And then they 


begin to go down on the further slope, and they find that nobody cares 


forthem. They are ineverybody’s way. And soon they begin asking, 
“ What have I done that I should rective such treatment as this?” How 
bitter is their lamentation. Late in life they would be glad if they could 
begin it over again. It is possible that a man, after he has walked in 
the path of wickedness for years and years till it has become a second 
nature to him, will retrace his steps; but the chances are that he will 
not. Consider, again, a man’s reputation. Every man is a character 
builder; he is building himself up by his purpdses and deeds. These 
form his character; and it is his character that stands by him. His 
reputation is simply the shadow that it casts. “What a man is, is his 
character; and what men think him to be, is his reputation. Men some- 
times think they are building character, when they are only getting 
reputation. Very few take heed of this distinction, and so it comes to 
pass that many men go steadily downward, downward, downward. A 
man’s downgoings are reported upon by the consciousness of his friends 


and neighbours long before they are reported upon by his own oonscious- 


peas. Wisdom is the voice of nature and of science, saying to everyone: 
‘The laws of God are full of health and peace; obey them and ye shall 


_ with so mercurial a personality as Mr. Churchill. 
- expressed himself as friendly to the Jews and sympathetic to the policy 
of the Balfour Declaration—favourable to the establishment of a National 
- Home for the Jewish people in Palestine. 


JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 
MR. CHURCHILL’S CHALLENGE.* 


As it turns out we were not wrong in the very natural estimate we 
made in advance last week concerning Mr. Winston Churchill's visit to 
Jerusalem. It marksan epoch in the Jewish National Movement, although 
it were surely rash to prophesy the exact nature which history will 
come to assign to it. For there are epochs and epochs—epochs which 
mark the set-back as well as those which mark the triumph ofacause. It 
would be less difficult to venture a prognostication as to the precise place 
which the presence in Palestine of the Colonial Secretary is likely to fill 
in relation to the cause, if we could be quite sure of Mr. Churchill's 
meaning and purpose, and his precise object in saying the nice things 
he is reported to have said about Jews and the Zionist Movement—as 
he sees it, letus quickly add. The material for that is, to say the least, 
doubtful. The reports of his utterances, as they have been purveyed 
for the public of this country, although they all bear a strong likeness 
one to the other, also vary in many important particulars either in point 
of what they contain or of what is omitted. On the whole they bear 
the impress of having, after receipt, been doctored to taste, so that Mr. 


Churchill's words were served up to suit the predilection of the columns 
for which they were intended. 


But, on the other hand, this peculiar variation may be the result of 


Mr. Churchill's own attitude and his care to balance his remarks in such 


& Way as to make them acceptable, as all thingstoallmen. In an almost 
Jovian style he lectured each section of the population in turn, and when 
his observations on any subject were, however politely, challenged, as 
for instance, notably once by thé Moslems, he avoided explanation 
by declaring that the meeting was not a Conference but a Deputation. 
This sort of thing is reminiscent of nothing so much as of that famous 
cartoon published in France before the days of the Revolution of which 
Carlyle tells, and which depicted a rustic convoking his poultry in his 
barnyard and addressing them: “Dear Animals, I have convoked you so 
that. I may know what sauce I shall dress you with.” And when the cock 
observed, “we don't want to be eaten,” the rustic checked him :— 
“ You are wandering from the point!” Truly it is difficult to know what 
sauce Mr. Churchill has decided upon for the future of Palestine under 
England as Mandatory Power, and from this point of view what he told 
the Arabs is of as much consequence to us Jews as is what he said to 
the various Zionist deputations that waited upon him. 


The Colonial Secretary himself, however, is not easy to understand 
even when his words are most unequivocal. For he is Mr, Winston 
Churchill—with a record very distinctly equivocal, and points in it have 
mueh bearing where Jewish matters are concerned. Where at any 
moment Mr. Churchill is to be found on any subject, is invariably a 
puzzle soluble only by an accurate knowledge of political anemography 
as it- affects the prospects and position of—Mr. Churchill. He tells us, in 
Jerusalem, that his heart has throbbed with Zionism ever since twelve 
years ago when he made the acquaintance of Mhnchester Jews. Yet 
during those twelve years he has more than once made distinctly anti- 
Jewish speeches, while quite recently he contributed to a Sunday paper 
an article which was as distinctly anti-Zionist. To be sure, the right of 
a change of opinion is the inalienable possession of any man, and 
the doors of repentance are closed to none. It is the permanence of 
the turnabout, of which, in Mr. Churchill's case, we are sceptical. With 
our hearts and souls we could wish that personal experience of what 
Jews have been able to do already in Palestine had converted him, and 
that a sight of the Haluzim pioneering the new Return, or of the 
Jewish Colonies making the desert to blossom as the rose, had convinced 
him of the foolish view he ventured of the Zionist Movement when he 
wrote about it in the Sunday Herald. But we fear that his last view 
will not be his final ome. He is an artist as well as a politician, and 
the atmosphere by which, for the time being, he is surrounded is an all- 
governing element. Perhaps it were more correct to say that he is an 
artistic politician ; the influence upon him of atmosphere—churned into 


wind by the political exigencies of the moment—would then be better 
understood. 


For we have to recollect that Mr. Churchill's attitude towards 
things Jewish was not only different in the City of David from that 
which he adopted in the City of Dundee, or that the flerce opponent of 
Zionism when he was in the Marmalade town heart-throbbed with it 
when'‘he came to the Land of Oranges. There was Manchester and his 
acquaintance with Manchester Jews, not to say Manchester Jew-voters. 
Then he was a protagonist of Jewish causes, and in all things the 
friend of our people. Thus his Palestine attitude at best is not so much 
a conversion as a reversion ; not a new departure but really a Yishubd. No 
wonder he evoked boundless enthusiasm. The founder of Christianity 
knew to a nicety (at least in that respect) Jewish tendencies and the 
disposition of his country, when he spun the parable of the Prodigal's 
return. We can readily understand the joy Mr. Churchill infused—the 
presentation of the inevitable Sepher Torah, the planting of the usual 


palm tree, and why Mr. Sokolow “ sokolowed.” Unhappily the Secretary - 


for the Colonies has already started on his way back, and we have yet 
to see to what extent the influence of Palestine will resist that of Downing

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to promote. Let us see how much (or rather how little) there is in all 
Mr. Churchill said in Palestine consistent with the basic idea and the 
essential ideal of the movement. As we have observed, the reports of 
his observations cannot be accepted literally, but they are sufficiently 
explicit for us to make sure that nothing of very vital importance either 
on one side or the other has been omitted from all the devious versions 
as they have been printed. Well, then, Mr. Churchill declared that the 
government would not recede from its promise to aid in the establish- 
ment of a National Home for the Jewish people in Palestine; but 
nowhere do we find him venturing anything in the nature of a positive 
explanation of what is meant by National Home. The demand for an 
interpretation of the expression continuously made for so long may occur 
to some to be mere obstinate and tiresome iteration. But always of the 
gravest importance, after what Mr. Churchill said in Palestine, it is, 
as we shall presently show, vital that an explicit translation should now 
be forthcoming. 


There are we know many, even excellent Zionists, who have 
expressed an absolute preference for the present uncertainty and confusion 
that characterise the term. They see a real advantage in leaving the 
matter so vague that Dr. Weizmann can translate it as meaning the 
setting up of such political and economic conditions as shall be ancillary 
to the creation of a Jewish Commonwealth—as Jewish as England is 
English—while Col. Amery, as we pointed out last week, conceives that 
Britain will have carried out its Mandate when it sets up in Palestine 
a Jewish “environment” “hallowed by historic memories.” The anti- 
Zionist, again, can see in the obscure words no more than an 
eleemosynary scheme for rescuing the poor Jews in Eastern Europe 
from their untoward conditions (and the Western Jews from the nuisance 
of their immigration), and, finally, the nebulosity of it allows Mr. Churchill 
to explain it as he.has done. “Get the people there,” say these people, 
who do not see any advantage in definiteness, “and then the people 
themselves will make of it what they will. However exactly we may 
declare our programme, it is these people who will farm the future 
Jewry of Palestine, with whom the decision as to what Palestine shall be 
must ultimately rest, providing they are in.a majority or their influence 
is equivalent—to being so. Therefore, all we need bother about is not 
about translating phrases or explaining, but aboat getting our people 
ou to the land.” 


That we believe to be a mistaken idea. There is. always confusion 
in uncertainty, and confusion is a sure harbinger of misunderstanding 
and strife. Great Britain is accepting a Mandate for the administration 
of Palestine ; she is undertaking to transform it, and surely those who are 
asked to help in the transforming are entitled to know in what direction 
that transformation is to be made, especially as upon them is being 
placed the chief onus of payment for the operation. Besides, how else 
can we know whether its purpose is identical with that of the Zionist 
Because it is quite conceivable that although a large number 
of Jews became settled in Palestine, still the object of the Movement 
might: not be accomplished. It would not.be, if the Jews who settled 
there became merely Palestinians of the Jewish persuasion; that would 
be a defeat of the Zionist cause and would be an almost fatal set-back to 
Jewish Nationalism. And it must not be forgotten that largely dependent 
upon the purpose which the Mandatory Power has in view, must be not 
alone the encouragement or discouragement it will give to those whose 
activities accord with or oppose it, but the ‘activities of all who take 
part in the enterprise. Thus, although itis true that everything in the 
long run must rest on the ultimate wishes of the people, those wishes will 
nevertheless be vitally influenced by the policy of the Mandatory. 


Nor is there is any reason why, because in the long run everything 
must depend upon the desires of the inhabitants of Palestine, the policy 
designed for the country should not be definitely stated now. It would 
be as reasonable to argue that since in the long run a young man will 
choose his own career, therefore, no plan must be made of any definite 
sort for a boy’s future. 
the question of the status of the Jew in Palestine an open one and not 
so far as possible treat it as fixed beforehand. The prificiple upon which 
Zionism has proceeded is that the solution of the Jewish problem can 
begin only with the re-nationalisation as Jew of the Jew. If that is not 
going to happen in Palestine, then the Jewish immigration there will 
comprise no more than a Ghetto, and the crop of difficulties, which 
inevitably arise everywhere for the Jew in that condition, will ‘certainly 
be repeated there, Or it may be that a less ominous fate may result and 
a sort of a colonisation, much as that which has gone on in Argentina as 
a result of the Hirsch millions, may be set up. How far that will go to 
solve the Jewish problem we need not stopto enquire. But it will not 
be anything like the purposes for which Jewish Nationalism has been 
Striving. Palestine, publicly recognised and legally secured as the 
flomeland of the Jewish people, is altogether a different proposition, 
and must attract a very different kind of settler, from a Palestine which 
at most is to be allowed to contain a Jewish “environment.” Apd the 
present effort will in the end of a surety result either in a National 
ve-Settlement or in a mere “environment,” just as its future is now 
denominated and gencrally agreed and acted upon. 


Well, piecing together the reports of Mr. Churchill’s observations as 
they have reached this country—even with all the nice things he said 
about Jews and the Zionist Movement—they point far more to the 
“environment” idea than to that of National re-settlement, far more to 
the Ghetto notion than to that of a Jewish Commonwealth. There is to 
be Jewish immigration—he told the Arabs that that was to go on because 
Jews are needed for the prosperity of the country.’ But’ “the 
establishment of a Jewish National Home does not mean a Jewish 
Government,” he explained, and therefore Arabs would not be 
“dominated” by Jews,. Indeed, with a remarkable forgetfulness, it 
occurs to us that England is but Mandatory in Palestine; and with a 
marked indifference to anything like authority in the League of Nations, 
Mr. Churchill declared that “the present form of Government will 
continue for many years. Step by step we shall develop representative

institutions, leading to full self-government, but our children’s children 
will have passed away before that is completed.” The Colonial Secretary 
quite evidently regards the Mandate as 4 pretty long lease! But what 
will have happened when our children’s children shall have passed away? 
A Jewish Commonwealth? Nothing of the kind, says Mr. Churchill, for he 
tells the Arabs that no Jewish Government is going to dominate the Arabs, 
They are not to be supplanted, nor are they to suffer, as they clearly 
would, in status at least, if, through the immigration of Jews, they 
became either an actual or virtual minority. If they became a minority, 
too. and Palestine were granted self-government, would they not of 
necessity be “ dominated” by the majority? And yet they are not to be 
dominated. 


Really it is all very puzzling, and it occurs to us—we say it without 
intending irreverence—that it all reads more like the Athanasian creed 
than any other pronouncement in that piece of the Christian Liturgy: For 
every assertion is quickly followed by denial, which, in turn, is negatived 
by an assertion that only is expressed to be disavowed. And as in the 
Athanasian creed so in this Palestine policy, every element is self-con- 
fessedly incomprehensible! Mr. Churchill tells us that he favours tho 
Zionist Movement, and will not stop the immigration into Palestine of 
Jews. But while the Zionist Movement is to be encouraged to succeed on 
its merits, and Jews are to have “a National Centre” and “a National 
Home in which they may be united,” the Arabs dwelling in Palestine—why, 
however, follow out the string of inconsistencies? ‘ Alice in Wonderland” 
is far more amusing than Winston in the land of wonders, and, besides, 
the former is fiction while the latter is tragic fact. What, indeed, could 
be ‘more redolent, we wonder, of Lewis Carroll's conception than Mr. 
Churchill's terminological exactitude concerning the wording of the 
Balfour Declaration? It is “a National Home” and not “the National 
Home,” he poutifically explained by way of comfort to the Arabs; and, 
quoth he, there is “a great difference in the meaning.” There may be, 
but we confess we do not see more than the difference between “a” and 
“the” which in this case amounts to precisely nothing. Because the 
“ National Home” in Palestine is“ A National Home” vis-a-vis the world at 
large, and Mr. Balfour in his Declaration to the world at large naturally 
used the term. But to the Jews it must be “the National Home ” (what- 
ever the expression means) or it is nothing. -Mr. Churchill is at once “A” 
Colonial Secretary and “The” Colonial Secretary. There are many Colonial 
Secretaries in the world—there is one only for the English people. And 
he himself tells us that Palestine is to be the place where the scattered 
Jews are to be “ reunited.” If there are to be more than one National 
Home or if the Palestine one is not to be “the” one it is very difficult to 
see how the “ reuniting” is to be effected ! . 

Now we shall doubtless be told that we are as unfair to Mr. Churchill 
—and as ungrateful—as we were last week to Col. Amery. We shall be 
called ‘impatient and exacting, if not hot-headed, and will be chided for 
not seeing the difficulties in which anyone speaking for the Government 
is necessarily in when talking upon the question, especially in Palestine 
itself. Weshali be asked to be reasonable, to be cohtent with Mr. Churchill’s 
encouraging words, and, above all, to read through the lines, Well, our 
reply is that much as we appreciate the difficulties of a man in the 
position of Mr. Churchill, dealing on the spot with the future of Palestine, 
we are naturally even more conscious of the difficulties of our own people in 


being expected to rally to a political will o’ the wisp, however illumined 


with the emotionalism of palm trees and Siphré Torah. And further, the 
trouble of our people, the very trouble Jewish Nationalism seeks to 
alleviate, as afirst step in solving the Jewish problem,: is that they have 
always been reading between the lines instead of facing realities. 
above all, proclaimed itself the Jewish policy of realities. Not that Mr. 
Churchili’s utterances admit of this blinking. They makeit clear thatthe 
idea of the Zionist Movement which the Government favours definitely 
excludes the National idea of at any time—even when the days of our 
children’s children shall have passed—there being established in Palestine 
a Jewish Commonwealth as Jewish as England in English—no matter 
how the Zionist Movement may succeed on its merits! 

It may, perhaps, be suggested that granting this reading of the 
“Zionist ” policy, as set forth by Mr. Churchill, none the 
less it will be all to the good to get evena few Jews into Palestine out 
of say such a Hell as the Ukraine, and, if nothihg else comes of it, 
there will be nothing to regret if we see a certain number of our 


coreligionists comfortable in Palestine instead of in agony in one of the © 


misery-centres of the Diaspora. But that, of course, depends upon the 
point of view. If the Zionist Movement were a philanthropic concern 
anxious only to bring eleemosynary aid, the argument would be tenable, 
providing we iguored the fact that for such a purpose Palestine, to put it 
none too strongly, would hardly be the most favourab'e place for migra- 
tion and settlement purposes. But the Zionist Movement is precisely not 
a philanthropic effort. On the contrary, it strives to mitigate the necessity 
for philanthropic endeavours of the kind, to place such Jews as it can, in 
a position of sturdy independence, as free citizens in their own Common- 
wealth, and notin one which must mean their constant dependence upon 
their better-placed fellow-Jews., Zionism was a tocsin-call to Jewry to 
be done with mere palliative and to adopt curative methods for remedying 
its world-position, to abjure doles and donations as mere plaisters, and 
to substitute the radical treatment which political methods would supply. 


Herzl used to say that he would not place one Jew in Palestine 
before he obtained his “Charter.” There was much wisdom in his 
determination, because what he was first and foremost out for was not 
the placing of Jews in Palestine but obtaining forJews a political statug 
there as Jews. Since Herzl spoke he has passed away, andwith him his 
clear political lead of the Movement which he founded and raised to 
@ moral power, such as with all its success latterly in other direetions 
it has never since attained.. And in estimating Mr. Churchill’s declara- 
tions in Palestine and his ideas of the meaning of the Zionist Movement we 
must not forget—and we cite it as an explanation if not an excuse of the 
Colonial Secretary’s strange notions—the metamorphosis that has taken 


place in the Movement itself. Opportunism is frequently mistaken for ° 


principle, and the needs of the moment for the demands of the Cause. 


Zionisin, . 
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Perhaps Mr. Churchill has really been told that all that Zionists are 
striving for is to obtain means for immigrating a not too large number of 
Jews into Palestine, there to become Palestinians of the Jewish persua- 
sion, or, let us say, of the Jewish race. 


Bat the worst of clutching at the mere material and ignoring 
the soul of things is that this sort of thing comes home to roost. 
On such lines as those upon which Mr. Churchill presented the Zionist 
Movement—mere immigration without National being—the Movement 
is bound to fail. That is to say, Zionism will not have even begun to 
solve the Jewish problem, and in its failure Jewry asa whole, but the 
Zionist Movement in particular will be involved in infinite shame. For 
then it will be said that we were offered Palestineand refused to inhabit 
it,and upon us Jews, as we pointed out last week, the blame of the whole 
P&lestine trouble will be cast. Thus, Mr. Churchill's visit to Palestine, 
and his speeches there, form a challenge to the Zionist Movement. If 
Zionists accept without demur his interpretation of the purposes of the 
Movement, its future is a very bouleversement of the platform upon which 
it originally was founded. “What matter such things now?” it may 
be objected; “these are days when all we need do is to gather 
great funds.” True; funds are needed and are essential, but there 
is all the difference inthe world between a subscription to Zionist funds 
in deference to Zionist convictions and the attempt to buy off Zionist 
principles by subscriptions to Zionist funds. And there is too much 
of that about just now—and a great deal too much of it is being 
encouraged by Zionists who ought to know better. Msop’s fable of the 
dog and the shadow needs enforcing. For the substance for the Zionist 
Movementare the principles upon which it is founded. 


How is the Churchill challenge to be answered’ By Zionists, the way 
leaves no doubt. At all hazards they must make it clear that their object 
is not mere immigration into Palestine, limited by the necessity for 
maintaining Arab dominance, but for the purpose of establishing there 
a true National Home for the Jewish People (perhaps Mr, Churchill will 
note that the Balfour Declaration said “ Jewish People,” and not “Jews,” 
a vast difference really this time), and that can only be in the. ultimate 
establishment, and with the definite intention now proclaimed, of a 
Jewish Commonwealth. There must be an end to the obscurity that 
prevails as to Zionist aims. There must be a clear understanding, if 
unteliable disaster is not to supervene. And ifthe obscurity that existsis 
caused by recession from the principles upon which the Movement is 
founded, the obscurity can be cleared away only by being pierced with 
the irrefragibie light of the principles of the great Cause. Up till now, 
there has been room and to spare for “buil-dozing” on the part of the 
Zionist leaders. ‘There has been room and to spare for their assurances 
that everything would come right, that when a Declaration says twa 
and two if means five; and when a Proclamation says three and six it 
means minyan. There has been room and to spare for gay optimism 
almost indistinguishable from careless levity. 


But Mr. Churchill in Jerusalem has put an end to all that. His defi- 
nition of what he, speaking for the Mandatory Power, conceives to be 
the Zionist Movement and the Jewish National aim, and inferentially 
what he means by a Jewish National Home, shows that the Jowish people 
is being asked to place its energy, its strength, its material resources in 
and for Palestine and in exchange to receive—permission for a limited 


immigration—limited by being first winnowed now under restrictive legis- ° 


lation and in advance, because Mr. Churchill tells us that Moslem 
dominance is not to be disturbed. By an answer made in behalf of the 
Government on Monday night, Jews are not to receive in Palestine any 
sort of fayoured position in respect to concessions for public works and so 
forth. This strikes us as a whittling down even of the skin-flint 
advantages of the Mandate. In any case, to be expected with such 
conditions to build up a Jewish National Home (in anything like the 
sense in which the term was translated when it was first employed), 


makes Pharaoh's task, which he placed-upon his Hebrews of making 


bricks without straw, child’s-play. True, we are dealing with England as 
Mandatory Power and, therefore, England for the time being. But a 
better bargain could have been made at almost any time since the 
formation of the present Zionist Movement, with the Turkish Govern- 
ment, which has happily disappeared. As a mere bargain, the terms 
are inequitable and unfair. As a Jewish National Settlement, if Mr. 
Churchill’s is to be last word, itis ridiculous and absurd beyond words. 


But Mr. Churchill's speeches in Jerusalem are a challenge to some- 
thing more than the Zionist Movement, the Zionist Organisation, or Jewish 
National strivings. As we pointed out last week, this is a matter which 
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“which together formed.an overwhelming majority.

affects the whole of Jewry and the failure of which, we. repeat, will 
recoil upon every one of us. We, as Jews, therefore, are ata vital and 
critical point in our. history. There is infinitely more, precious as 
it is, than the Zionist Movement or the Jewish National Cause at stake. 
Judaism itself is menaced and the Jewish people are in peril, The 
challenge has been made, and we Jews should answer it unhesitatingly 
and emphatically: “If it is your intention to give us the means for 
forming a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, in due time and ulti- 
mately, well and good. Every sacrifice that is possible—of thought and 
labour, money, life itself—will be made to accomplish thatend. If not, 
and you mean only to set up another Jewish ‘environment,’ if your 


scheme is merely for an immigration into Palestine of Jews, who will not - 


obtain National rights as Jews, and without the possibility of Palestine 
becoming in any true sense Eretz Yisrael, then we who have waited and 
wept for two thousand years will weep and wait yet awhile. Israel is not 
widowed, and He Who watches over Israel slumbers not nor sleeps. 
We will bide our time until we can retake our heritage prondlyas Jewish 
citizens of a Jewish Commonwealth, until we can really attain that for 
which we so long have striven and hoped!” 


Mr. Churchill in Jerusalem challenged every atom of self-respect in 
Jewry. Upon the manner in which we accept that challenge, everything 
that is worth our living for as Jews depends.

MR, CHURCHILL IN JERUSALEM. 


HIS SPEECH TO THE ARABS. 


As briefly stated in last week's issue of the JEWistt CHRONICLE, Mr. 
Churchill, during his visit to Jerusalem, received Jewish and Mosiem 
deputations. The following are the replies which (according to Reuter) 
he made to them respectively. ‘To the first he said that there was no 
question of departing from the principles of the Baliour Declaration, 
which were twofold; firstly, the establishment of a national 
home for the Jews, and secondly, the process to be without 
prejudice or unfairness to the Arab and Christian inhabitants, 
He continued :— 
I am convinced that the Zionist cause will. bring good to the whole 
world, and will bring welfare and advancement to the Arabs of this 
country. I shall do my best to help my friend, Sir Herbert Samuel, to 
carry out the policy laid down by the British Government. I must not 
conceal from you the great alarm felt by Moslems that they will be dis 
possessed of lands and supplanted by the present minority. The success 
of Zionism will depend upon the good it will bestow upon the whole 
country. The Arabs have expressed alarm at the Bolshevist character of 
some of the Jewish immigrants. Whatever we believe of this, your duty 
is to dispel these fears by a good and friendly attitude, and propadate 
peace between all. I fear my statement to the Moslem delegation was 
not agreeable to them. They now expect me t» give you an agree. 
able statement, but my duty is to try to reassure and encourage both. 
You must do your ‘best to give the Zionist cause a fair chance. 
We need your help, and not only enthusiasm but also restraint. 
The pioneers of your work must be picked men worthy of the 
cause. You must use patience and prudence, and allay alarm. it 
earnestly hope that your cause will be carried out to success. You have 
my warmest sympathies. The best chance of success has been assured 
by the appointment of Sir Herbert Samuel as High Commissioner. 
Animated by strong principles of liberal and impartial justice and affec- 
tion for the people Ke ‘overos, noone can accuse him of not being devoted 
to the cause of Zionism. Lhopes thatin afew yearsthere will boa greater 
feeling of well-being and unity among the Palestinians, and that the 
Arabs’ fears will prove unfounded. | have read your address with 
interest, and will lay it before the British Cabinet, who will see the case 
forcibly presented by both sides. [ will do my best to assist Sir Herbert 
Samuel in the task the British Government have given him. 

Replying to the Moslem Deputation, he said: Let me make it clear 
why I receive you. Icame to Cairo to investigate the Mesopotamia ques- 
tion. Sir Herbert Samuel invited me to Palestine. Heis the responsible 
representative of the Crown. I do not supersede him. Official instruc. 
tions are always sent through the Cabinet. You asked me to see you, 
and at the requestof Sir Herbert Samuel I consented out of courtesy. Itis 
nota formal conference. I thinkit best to be plain to avoid misunder- 
standing. I-consider your address partly partisan and incorrect. You 
ask me to repudiate the Balfour Declaration and stop immigration. 
This is not in my power, and is not my wish. The British 
Government passed their word through Mr. Balfour that they would 
favourably view the creation of a national home. That involves immigra- 
tion, and it has been ratified by the Allied Powers who were victors in 
the war.

We cannot tolerate the expropriation of one set of people by another. 
A Jewish national home can only be established by a process which at 
every step wins its way by its own merits, carrying with it increasing 
benefits to the prosperity and happiness of the people and country as a 
whole. Look at the great improvement which has been made where 
Jewish colonists have settled. You will say that this was financed by 
foreign countries, but thatis the reason for a wise and tolerant view of 
Zionism. Because much Jewish money has been spent here you have 
painted a goiden picture of the Turkish administration of Palestine. But 
itis a false one. If it was so fine why did you rebel? The fact is that 
Palestine was terribly neglected ard almost starved by the Turkish 
Government. Palestine should support a larger population. In reply tothe 
statement that Zionism will bring you great benefits you will say, “ Should 
we sell our country for material gain?” My answer is, “No.” Jewish 
immigration is only possible in so far as it takes place by legitimate 
means. The task before the Zionists isa difficult one. You must help 
them. The present form of Government will continue for many years. 
Step by step we shall develop 
REPRESENTATIVE INSTITUTIONS, LEADING TO FULL SELP-GOVERNMENT, 

but our children’s children will have passed away before that is completed. 
You will be wise to give the Jews help and encouragement. It 
their principles and men are not right they will fail, but their success 
will bring general prosperity and wealth to all Palestinians. lam sure 
that if you take my advice you will not find any difference from your past 
life, except that you will have more freedom, better health, and food for 
more people. Above all there will be respect for the different religions, 
Though the Arabs are in a large majority in Palestine, though the British 
Empire has acce;\ted the Mandate, in the wider sense Palestine belongs 
to the whole world, and this City of Jerusalem is almost equally sacred 
to Moslems, Christians, and Jews, and not only to the dweliers of Pales- 
tine, but everywhere. They are the holy centres of their faith. The 
Palestinian Arabs have a great obligation. I look to them to discharge 
it and to help Great Britain to discharge it. Instead of sharing miseries 
through quarrelling, the Palestinians should share blessings through 
co-operation. A bright future lies before your country. The earth, 
generous mother, will produce a plentiful abundance for her children if 
tbey cultivate it in justice and peace. | 

Sir Herbert Samuel said: ; 

If Lhad thought that the fears expressed in the memorandum sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of State were well founded, I should regard the 
situation as extremely serious, but lam absolutely convinced that these 
fears are unfounded, and that events will prove this, and when you are 
so convinced by experience and facts 1 believe my policy of promoting 
goodwill among the three. sections of the community will yet prevail.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


THE “JEWISH NATIONAL HOME.” 
CONCESSIONS IN PALESTINE, 


MR. CHURCHILL’S. STATEMENT. 

Lieut.-Col, AMERY, Parliamentary and Financial Secrétary to the 
Adiniralty (Birmingham, Sparkbrook, C.U.), replying for the Colorial 
Office to Mr. Leonard Lyle (Stratford, C.U.) inthe House of Commons on 
Monday, said that no concessions for development work of any sort had 
yet been granted in Palestine. Owing to the long delay which had 
ocenrred in the rantication of the :emty of Sevres and the urgent need 
for fostering the economic development of Palestine, the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies was considering, in consultation with His Majesty's 
High Commissioner for Palestine, the adoption of a new policy whereby 
applications for concessions for constructional development and schemes 
providing for the employment of labour might be granted by the Palestine 
Administration, provided that (1) the terms of the draft mandate for 
Palestine were strictly observed, and (2) that the concessions were not in 
conflict with any existing concessions Which it might be necessary to 
deal with under Article 311 of the Treaty of Sevres. No modification of 
the decision not to grant concessions for working and prospecting for 
minerals and oils pending the entry into force of the Treaty of Sevres 
was, however, at present proposed. 

Mr, LAMBERT (South Molton, L.): When are we likely to have the 
policy adumbrated by the Secretary for the Colonies presented to the 
House ? | 

Lieut.-Col. AMERY: I hope he will be back in this country on 
Wednesday, and I have no doubt he will wish to bring the results of his 
journey before the House at the earliest possible moment, after having 
communicated with the Cabinet. 

Lieut..Com. KENWORTHY (Hull, Central, L.): May we take it no 
preference will be given to any special nationality in granting concessions? 

Lieut.-Col. AMERY: Yes, I think so. 


SIR ALFRED MOND'S “TEMPLE.” 

In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Com. BrLLarrs (Maid- 
stone, C.U.) asked the Prime Minister whether his attention had been 
drawn to the proposal put forward at a meeting of the Palestine Founda- 
tion Fund to erect a great temple on the site of the Temple of Solomon; 
whether he was aware that the site was now occupied by the Mosque of 
Omar; and whether, in view of the difficulties which such proposals 
caused to the mandatory Powers, he would state that in no circumstances 
would Mahomedan institutions be interfered with. 

Col. AMERY, Under-Secretary for Admiralty (Sparkbrook, C.U.): My 


attention has been drawn to a passage in a speech delivered by my right 


honourable friend, the Minister of Health, to which the honourable and 
gallant member apparently alludes. .I think it is clear that my right 
honourable friend was speaking figuratively, and did not intend so literal 
an interpretation to be given to his words. In any case, | would draw 


attention to Article 13 of the draft mandate for Palestine, which clear] ¥ 


sets forth the policy of his Majesty's Government with regard to all the 
holy places, religious buildings, or sites in Palestine. 


EMIR ABDULLA AND ARAB OPPOSITION. 


A STRIKING STATEMENT. 
During his stay in Jerusalem the Emir Abdulla (brother of the 
Emir Faisal), who had come there to consult with Mr. Churchill, and 
whois thought by many Orientals to be the abler politician of the two 


brothers, gave tothe special correspondent of the Times his views onthe Arab 
question, 


Concerning Zionism, the Emir Abdulla said:—While it is perhaps 
natural that many Palestine Arabs should fear an eventual Jewish 
domination, with unpleasant religions, political, and economic 
consequences as a result of Zionism, yet the Arabs must remember the 
question of Zionism is one which interests not them and the Jews only, 
but all Christendom as well. I think myself that if representative 
Arabs of Palestine would agree to meet representative Jows in conference 
they might fud that Zionism was not so menacing a thing as they 
supposed, 

ihe Jimes correspondent adds that certain anti-Zionist Arab 
elements, taking advantage of the presence both of the Emir and the 
Colonial Secretary in Jerusalem, attempted, somewhat tactlessly, to 
exploit the former's visit in order to impress Mr. Churchill. The Emir 
Abdulla, however, is not willing to be exploited. When an Arab depnta- 
tion at Jericho catled on him to help them to get the Balfour Declaration 
withdrawn, the mir replied: “1t is not for Arabs to urge the English to 
break their pledged word.” 

Both Mr. Churchill and the High Commissioner were very favourably 
impressed by the Emir’s moderation as evinced Ly his promise not to use 
Trans-Jordania as a base for attacks on the French, and to exercise his 
influence on behalf of peace among the Arab tribes. 


FRENCH PREMIER ON THE. MANDATE. 

In the course of a debate last Tuesaday in the French Senate, on tho 
Foreign Office estimates (says the Paris correspondent of the Daily 
felegraph), Mr. Lamarzetie stated the manner in which Great Britain was 
exercising her mandate in .Palestine in a most unfriendly light. Mr. 
Briand made a point of refuting these charges. The British mandate in 
Palestine, he said, was a fact founded upon justice which he would loyally 
respect. The British Government had no intention of carrying it out ip 
a Spirit hostile to France, Mr. Lamarzelle’s statement that the British 
had hauled down the French flag was- inexact: when England took: 
possession of her mandate she hoisted her own flag. “I have the greatest 
admiration for our friends the British, and it is my duty to rectify inexact 
or exagcderated. assertions. put, if an abuse were committed, it would 
only be unecessary for me to call the attention of the British G vernment 


to it in a friendly fashion, and it would be stopped with the best grace in 
the world.” \pplause, ) 


HIGH. COMMISSIONER'S TO HOLY 
SEPULCHRE. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, having. noticed on visiting the Holy Sepulchre 
that there was no provision against the danger of:fire, ordered from 
England three portable flre pumps. These, says the Palestine Weekly, 
have now arrived and been presente. as a personal gift from Sir Herbert 
to the Latin Orthodox and Armenian representatives at the Holy 
Sepulchre. 


DR. WEIZMANN IN AMERICA. 


OFFICIAL RECEPTION IN NEW. YORK, 

The Zionist delegation, headed by Dr. Weizmann, and including 
Professor Einstein, Dr..Mossensohn, and Mr. Ussishkin, was officially 
received by Mayor Ifylan at the City Hall. They were introduced by 
Judge Rosenblatt to the Mayor, who extended them a cordial welcome 
on behalf of the city. The City Square was crowded with thousands of 
spectators, | who, waving the Zionist colours, gave the visitors an 
enthusiastic reception. The American Press are devoting much space 
to the visit of the mission. 


Mr. ISRAEL COHEN’S MISSION, 
£116,000 REALISED. 

Mr. Israel Cohen, whose visit to Singapore and Java was described 
in the last issue of the JHWISH CILRONICLE, arrived in Rangoon on Feb- 
ruary 23rd, from Singapore. [In the evening of the same day, he gave an 
address in the Synagogue, and during his three days’ stay raised the sum 
of £700 from the small community. On February 26th he left for Calcutta, 
and arrived there on March Ist, being received on the landing stage by 
the Rev. E. M. D. Cohen, representing the Magen David Synagogue, and 
Mr. L. Josephson, of the Nevi Shalom Synagogue. On the following day, 
he addressed a public meeting in the first-named Synagogue. He pointed 
out that this was the first time in the history of the Jews 
in India that they had been called upon to play their part in the restora- 
tion of the Jews in Palestine. The Jews of India had become a great 
centre of interest. With a Jew as Viceroy, thcir prestige was on trial, 
and he sincerely hoped that they would justify alt hopes. At the second 
meeting at the same synagogue, after an address by Mr. Cohen on the 
history of the Zionist movement, a Zionist Association was formed, with 
the following officers: Mr. B. Ezra, Presijent; Mrs. D. Ezra and Mr. N. TI. 
Sassoon, Vice-Presidents; Mr. W. E. Sassoon, Treasurer; and Messrs. 
E. S. Gubbay and O. A. Cohen, Hon. Secretaries. A Ladies’ Committee 
will be formed by Mrs. Ezra, to assist the Geulah Fund. Mr. Sassoon J. 
Cohen was appointed National Fund Commissioner. During Mr. Israel 
Cohen's stay in Bombay, the sum of £3,000 was subscribed, which, it is 
expected, will be increased by grants from the three synagogues and 
further private donations.

From Calcutta, Mr. Cohen proceeded to Bombay. On arrival there 
he was received by the heads of the local Zionist Organisations, and 
received an enthusiastic reception, being garlanded with flowers, as is 
the custom. Mr. Cohen addressed several meetings at Bombay. At the 
meeting of the Baghdadi community, at the Jacob Sassoon School, over 
5,000 rupees were subscribed. Professor Patrick Geddes, of Bombay 
University, presided at a public meeting held on March 16th, which 
included many non-Jews. Later in the same evening, Mr. Cohen attended 
a reception of the Bene Israel Commanity, at the residence of Dr. E. 
Moses. The following day he spoke at a public meeting of the Bene 
Israel. The Chairman, Dr. Moses, expressed the hope that there would 
be no colour question raised in Palestine, if any members of the com- 
munity settled there. Mr. Cohen, in reply, assured them that there 
would be no distinction between Jew and Jew. The meeting resulted in 
8,000 rupees boing raised. The total amount realised in Bombay was 
£2,509, towards which Messrs. E. D. Sassoon and Co. subscribed £1,090, 
Mr. Cohen left Bombay for Port Said, and, in the course of his voyage, 
lectured, by special request, on “ The Restoration of Palestine under the 
British Mandate,” to a distinguished audience, which included the 
Maharajah of Patiala and many high civil and military officials. 
Professor Geddes presided, and Mr. Cohen was warmly thanked for his 


lucid exposition of the Zionist cause. Mr. Coben arrived in Port Said on © 


March 28th, and proceeded to Palestine. Heisex pected back in England 
via Italy in the first week in May. 

The total amount raised by his efforts on behalf of the Palestine 
Restoration and Jewish National Funds amounts to over £116,000.

Speaking on reconstruction work in Palestine, 
Colonel Patterson said that the Jews must prepare to endure hardships 
and to sacrifice everything for agrandideal. There were menand women 
of education going to Palestine to devote their lives to the building up of- 
the Jewish Nation. If there were Jews who preferred to remain in 
England, they should support those who did want to go. If they thought 
the Mandate was rocky, let them drive nails through it and blast 
it. But they must be loyal to their leaders. Why was England so 
successful? It was because the English people loyally supported their 
leaders. And so it should be withthe Zionists. Let them not forget that 
the road to Zion was not too easy. Their leaders had a heavy burden to 
carry on their shoulders, and their supporters must have faith in them and 
stick to them, even if they had blundered. It was only by a strong faith 
that the Jewish National Home could be established and a noble ideal 
realised. (Cheers.) 

Mr. V. JABOTINSKY spoke on the marvellous transformation of the 
“Schneiders” (as he termed the Jewish Regiment) under the personal 
magnetism of Col. Patterson. 

Mr. JOSEPH COWEN said that, like Col. Patterson, the Jewish people 
had faith in the success of the Movement. To produce good results it 
was the business of the Movement to strengthen that faith. He himseif 
would not be in the Movement if he did not believe init. The great 
opportunity was now afforded the Jewish people to see the realisation of 
Israel’s hopes.

They had their daily work to perform in the com- 
mercial or professional world, but there was something outside that on a 
bigger and bo der scale—the vision which Zionism offered tothem. He 
was a peaceful man, but he thought it would be unworthy and undignified 
for them to go to Palestine and be protected by British, Indian, or Arab 
soldiers. Their only proper guard was the Jewishsoldier. Until the day 
arrived when Palestine was guarded by Jewish soldiers, they must 
protect themselves. The British taxpayer grumbled at having to pay 
towards the upkeep of Palestine. It was certain that some practical 
means would have to be found whereby the British taxpayer would be 
freed from such a burden. The Jew was either prepared todefend himself 
in his own home or he was not. Britain being the Mandatory Power it 
was up to the British Jews to take their share in its defence. There was 
nothing more dangerous to the Movement than that the Arab should be 
placed with the Jew to defend the Jewish Ngtional Home, They could 
not have that home protected by any other than a Jewish force. There 
was nothing dishonourabie in carrying arms or in wearing a uniform ia 
defence of one’s country. Unfortunately there was growing in England

Joshua's Miracle. 
From Mr. FE. WALTER MAUNDER, 8, Maze Hill, Greenwich 
Park, S.E.10. 
[To THE EDITOR.) 

Sir,—I have to thank you for publishing in your issue of March 25th 
summary of my lecture given on March 21st before the Victoria Institute. 
May I also take’ this means of thanking Dr. Daiches for his comments 
upon it? 

Please allow me to disclaim any scholarship in Hebrew, and any 
desire to challenge Dr. Daiches’ authority in that fleld. My interest is 
centred in the practical questions involved. 

I assumed that the Hebrew expression in Joshua's command (Joshua 
X., 12), “Sunn stand thou still upon Gibeon,” is, literally, “ Sun be thou 
silent upon Gibeon,” as indicated in the margin of the two English ver- 
sions. If this be correct, the expression was metaphorical, because 
speech is not, in the literal sense, one of the properties of the Sun. 

But the expression seems to imply that Joshua desired that the Sun 
should “cease” from some one or other of the activities which do 
characterise it, and I confined myself to the idea that the Sun did so 
ae 

First of all, I would like to affirm that I accept this 10th chapter of 
Joshua as the record of actual historical events, preserved ta us through 
the means of a faithful eye-witness. 

My difficulties with the narrative are not verbal but real. If the 
only activity from which the Sun “ceased” was that of its apparent 
diurnal motion, then certain consequences follow. 

Verses 12 and 13 of Joshua x., taken tegether, imply that to Joshua 
the sun was associated with Gibeon, and that to him the sun was “in 
the midst of heaven.” Iu other words, the san was overhead to Joshua 
when he spoke, and the time was noon at Gibeon in high summer. 
Apparently Dr. Daiches does not dispute this, As the length of the 
summer-day in the latitude of Gibeon is fourteen hours, and as,the 
Israelites had started from Gilgal the previous evening, for they “ went 
up from Gilgal all night,” at noon the next day they had been marching, 
climbing the mountains, aud fighting for seventeen hours, and there were 
still seven hours of daylight before the sun was due to set. 

In these circumstances can Dr. Daiches suggest any reason why 
Joshua should have wished the Sun to be fixed overhead “about a whole 
day,” before it. began to go down toward its setting? We need not 
debate whether “about a whole day means fourteen hours, the duration 
of daylight at that season, or twenty-four hours, the complete rotation of 
the earth. In the first case, the interval between one sunset and the 
next would have been thirty-cight hours; inthe other case, forty-eigh®. 
hours. In neither case would it havé been the Sun that actually stood 
still; it would only have seemed todo so. It would have been the earth 
that had “ ceased ” in its rotation. 

But I leave that on one side; it is.a mere verbal objection; and I am. 
concerned with realities, and asking for information. If In appearance 
the Sun “ceased” from moving “in the midst of heaven,” and remained 
motionless there “about a whole day,” how did Joshua know it? How 
did Joshua determine his time that afternoon, and measure the length of 
that day, seeing that the Sun, his only clock, was stopped ? 

The natural result of the stopping of the Sun when overhead for “about 
a whole day,” would be to increase the temperature of the air beyond all 
human experience, and soto distress the Israelites, who had been ten. 
hours longer in the field than the Amorites, more even than it distressed 
their enemies. What did Joshua hope to gain by his strange desire, and: 
why was it granted to him?

JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


Mr. HAROLD L. BEHRENS presided at the annual meeting held at 
Frankenburg House on Sunday. In moving the adoption of the annual 
report and balance-sheet, he said that the present position of the Board 
was @ serious one inasmuch as the expenditure had increased by £800 
during the past year, and of that sum £400 was spent in one, month alone, 
that of December last. He had again to complain of the insufficient 
amount of the annual subscriptions. The Appeal Committee in their 
work of trying to obtain £10,000 were progressing satisfactorily. The 
Aid Committee were to be congratulated on their efforts which had resulted 
in £412 being obtained. Mr. Kdward Langdon, who felt compelled to retire 
from bis position as Chairman of the Loan Committee, had returned from 
abroad and was in a much better state of health. (Applanse,) Mr. 


‘Nathan Laski, J.P., had been appointed in his place. The Board felt 
keenly the death of Mr. Hyman Ribatzkie. His whole energies. 


had been directed for a very considerable period to helping their body, 
rhey were pleased again to have Mr. Frischmann, their -Treasurer, 
among them and to congratulate him on his recovery. An appeal had 
reached the Board to distribute matzos to Jewish ex-soldiers, and no doubt 
all would approve of this being carried out, 

Mr. A. FRISCHMANN, in seconding the motion, réferred to the critical 
financial position of the Board. During the past three mont 1s the Board 
had been compelled to expend as much as £2,430, and they at present saw 
no signs of improvement. With regard to the Appeal Fund, the sum 
of £4,960 had been at first raised among 230 subscribers. Subsequently, 
as a further £5,000 was required, a circular appeal was sent out, but it 
resulted in the very disappointing sum of about £258. He certainly did 
not know how the Board were going to carry on and give the necessary relief 
unless the community came to their assistance. He thanked Rabbi 
Yoffey and Mr. Boyars for assistance in collecting at various gatherings. 

The CHAIRMAN having invited discussion on the report and balance- 
sheet, Mr. MORRIS LASKI suggested the holding of a concert, which he 
thought might be the means of raising. say, £2,000. He personally would 
do his utmost to make it successful. The Chairman welcomed the pro- 
position, which would receive the consideration of the Committee. 

Mr. NEVILLE BLOND moved, and Mr. M. LASKI seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the retiring officers and the Hon. Solicitor. Thanks were also 


- accorded, on the motion of Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A., seconded by Mr. 


Balaban, to the Jewish and general press, 

On the motion of Councillor 8S. Finburgh, J.P., it was resolved to 
tender congratulations to Sir Alfred Mond on his new post. 

The retiring seven members of the Board were re-elected without 
opposition. They are: Messrs. H. Auerbach, H. L. Behrens, Levy Davis, 
Councillor S. Finburch, J.P., J. Ritman, E. C. Singer, and J. Weinberg. 

Councillor 5, FINBURGH moved, and, Mr, LEVY DAVIs seconded a vote 
of thanks to the chairman. 

Mr. BEHRENS, in replying, said that the CDoard was doing its utmost 
for consumptive persons. Dr. Haring had appointed a health visitor who 
made daily inspections and had obtained valuable statistics. There were 
a large number of consumptives to deal with, and the most satisfactory 
solution would be to form acolony. 

The fiftv-fourth anndal report states that the- Board expended £4,537 in 
relief as compared with £53,719 the previous vear. Keyret is expressed at the 
resignation of Mr. Horow!ttz as Hon. Secretary and thanks are accorded to him. 
Thanks are tendered to Mr. C. (©, Sihger for his excellent work as Denuty 
Treasurer. The thanksof the Board are due tothe following Institutions which 
have contributed tothe funds: Manchester (public) Board of Guardians, Shechita 
Board. Salford Board of Guardians, (ongregation of British Jews, Old Hebrew 
Congregation, Spanish and Portuguese, South Manchester, and North Man- 
chester Congregations. 138 loans were granted during the year to the amonnt 
of £1,117, of which £848 had -been repaid by the borrowers themselves. The 
Committee have increased the maximum loan to £40. There are no bad debts.

Manchester charities are in not too flourishingacondition. The Shechita 
Board should endeavour to increase fits grants.” 

A definite answer is furnished by the following extracts from the 
Board's annual report, which was passed at a general members’ mecting 
on March 13th: 

(a) ‘In its supportof charitable and necessitous religious institutions, the 
Board has strained its financial resources to the utmost. In addition to its 
regular annual commitments, a special grant of £500 (consisting of £100 due for 
1920; £200 for Special! Crisis Appeal ; £200 in advance for 1921) has been paid to 
the Jewish Board of Guardians to help in relief of the terrible distress due to 
widespread unemployment. Grants have also been voted to our brethren in 
Europe, in addition to many other local institutions that minister to the 
physica! well being and spiritual welfare of the community.” 

(b} The Board bas during the past year, owing to the abnormal times and 
high prices of all commodities, voted further advances to its officials. 

I hope that this reply, together with my first letter, will convince 
your readers, if not your correspondent, that the alarm which “A.0O.J.” 
has himself raised is false. I must, however (to use one of his own 
phrases) refrain from “ frittering away” time in further correspondence, 
and so take my final leave of the phantom shade of “A. 0. J.”

COWPER STREET HEBREW CLASSES. 


A public meeting of the residents of the Chapeltown and Roundhay 
districts took place at the Jewish Institute on Sunday last. Mr. 5. 
Lubeiski presided over a small attendance. The Chairman said that the 
question before the meeting was whether, in view of the inadequate 
attendance of the pupils which resalted in a weekly financial joss, 
these classes should still be carried on. He felt sure that as this was 
the only Hebrew School in such a large locality the number of pupils on 
the register should be, not sixty as at present, but well over one hundred. 
He also lamented the fact that the number of girls attending these classes 
was practically nil, which meant that the Jewish girls in this locality 
were growing up without any Hebrew or religious instruction whatsoever. 
The Committee of Management were responsible to the Bank for a deficit 
which at present amounted to over £200, and, considering the obvious 
apathy of the Jewish parents, he did not think that they, as a committee, 
should be expected to bear such a burdensome responsibility any longer. 


“On the other hand, he felt that to close these classes altogether would 


mean turning adrift the sixty pupils who were at present in attendance, 
and this, of course, was a'so a most unsatisfactory thing.to do. After a 
discussion, in which the Rev. Dr. Abelson, Messrs. A. Friedman, J. Porton, 
H. Smith, M. Levy and the Chairman participated, it was finally 
decided that, as an alternative to closing the school, the present Com- 


_ mittee of Management should carry on but without bearing any of the 


financial responsibility in futare. The Headmaster should bear the 
financial responsibility, and the Committee woukd exercise a. certain 
amount of supervisory power. Whether this plan will be workable 
or not time only will tell, but for the present it is felt that this was 
the only possible pian for preventing the scandal of finally closing up the 
only accredited Hebrew Scnool in this large neighbourhood. 


BENEVOLENT LENDING SOCIETY. 

The annual meeting was held on Sunday. Mr. B. Gould, Chairman, 
who presided, presented the annual report, which showed a total income 
from all sources of £1,414. The expenditure forthe same period totalled 
£830, whilst the total loans granted during the year in small sums of 
from £2 to £10 amounted to £675. The Chairman said that since the slump 
in all classes of industry, and the consequent unemployment, they were 
inundated with applications for loans, which amounted at the present 
time to an average of not less than £150 per week. They had a working 
arrangement with the Board of Guardians whereby they expeditiously 
advanced loans to those who would much rather receive assistance in this 
manner than be forced to accept charity relief, and he felt sure that it only 
needed the community to know of the class of work that the Society was 
doing to arouse increased practical interest in the work. The reportand 
balance-sheet haviug been adopted the following were elected .— Messrs.
